W. R. KREMBS ORGANIZING A “BIKE” 
CORPS FOR EMERGENCY WORK. 


Mayor Harrison Is Asked to Grant Spe- 
cial Privileges to the Volunteer 
Body and Is Invited to Join—Aim Is 
te Furnish Immediate Medical 
Treatment to Injured Wheel Men 
and Women—Chest of Drugs Is 
Planned. 


With a diminution of hostilities in Thessaly 
and a dwindling of carnage in Cuba Libre, 
the Red Cross movement is about to enter a 
wider and more active field than either. It 
will care for the victims of the wheel and 
the trolley on Chicago streets and boule- 
vards. The first man to give help to a per- 
son injured in the street will be a man with 
the badge of the Red Cross on his coat who 
will come up on a bicycle and who will be 
able to do something for a wounded man be- 
fides asking the other curious bystanders 
how the fellow got hurt. 

This will all be true after the Red Cross 
Bicycle Corps is organized in Chicago. The 
members of it will be drawn from every 
bicycle club and every section of the city, 
so that on the principal boulevards frequent- 
ed by-cyclists and in the parks wherever an 
accident to a wheelman occurs a Red Cross 
cyclist will be likely to be within call. While

Whether he saw Mrs. Luetgert on the night 
of May 1, when she disappeared, is a matter 
carefully guarded by the police, the State’s- 
Attorney, and his two assistants.

Luetgert, who lives at No. 158 Cleveiand ave- 
nue, a daughter, and another relative spent 
an hour at the station during the early part 
of the evening. They told the police about 
the various little spats between Luetgert 
and his wife of which they had personal 
knowledge or had received information from 
Mrs. Luetgert. 

At & o’clock two men called at the Shef- 
field Avenue Police Station and intimated 
to the officer in charge that they could throw 
some light on the case. They were at once 
sent to the East Chicago Avenue Station, 
where Inspector Schaack took them in 
charge. State’s-Attorney Deneen got the 
benefit of any facts which they carried to the 
station. 

Several clews were given to the police dur- 
ing the week, and all were run down with 
equal impartiality. 

One cf these clews was a false one given, it 
is thought, for the purpose of taking the 
police off the case. It was to the effect that 
Mrs. Luetgert was visiting in the country, 
and that it would do no good to follow up 
the case, as she would return to her home as 
soon as her husband got out of his financial 
difficulty. 

Detective Qualey was detailed to investi- 
gate this clew, and after a 1(0-mile trip into 
the country reported that the woman was 
not there, 

Mrs. Luetgert has not been seen at her 
home .csince 10 o’clock on the night of May 
1. Six days later Luotgert reported her dis- 
appearance to the police, but not until Will- 
iam Becknese, his brother-in-law, of Salt 
Creek, Ill.. first visited Capt. Schuettler and 
told him his sister was missing. 

Becknese quarreled with Luctgert because 


_ of his failure to search for the woman. 


The efforts of the police to locate her have 
been made for several days, Catch basins, the 
river, and clay holes have heen dragged, but 
without result.

There are 
plenty of doctors addicted to the wheel who 
would instruct the corps in giving first aid 
to the injured and it would not take many 
lessons to make the corps fairly efficient. 
Each member will carry a small bag on 
his wheel about the size of a tool bag, in 
which will be carried the few remedies 
necessary in emergency cases. There will 
be several yards of lint, antiseptic dressing, 
Stimulants, and other remedies. To prevent 
the development of an undue number of 
overcome-by-the-heat cases in Hyde Park 
and other prohibition districts articles of an 
alcoholic nature will not be considered as 
stimulants or given a place in the medicine 


of the corps will wear a red cross stitched on 
the lapel of their coats and will also have 
the emblem painted on their emergency 
medicine cases. 


Mayor Asked to Join, Etc. 


Mayor Harrison has been asked to give 
the Red Cross wheelmen certain privileges 
to enable them to reach the side of wounded 
persons without delay, and to recognize 
them as being in charge of the wounded, 
jointly with the police, until the arrival of 
a doctor orambulance. Mayor Harrison has 
also been asked to join the corps. 

After the Red Cross company is ready for 
business it is the intention to have the bou- 
levards and park drives most frequented by 
wheelmen on Saturdays and Sundays and 
at certain hours on weeks days regularly 
patrolled by members of the corps, who will 
be assignéd to the duty by the chief of the 
corps. The work would be divided up 
among the various clubs in such a way that 
while the districts will be well covered the 
work will not entail hardship on the individ- 
ual members. 2 

There will be Red Cross men at all the 
regular meets, club runs, and racing events 
besides those not especially assigned to duty, 
eome of whom would be found scattered 
indiscriminately about the streets and bou- 
Tevards at all times. The work of organiza- 
tion has already begun, and the sign of the 
Red Cross will probably be bravely displayed 
soon on the coats of many a wheelman. 


MAYOR SPEAKS AGAINST GAMBLING. 


He Says There Shall Be None During 
His Administration and Threat- 
ens Offending Officials, 


Mayor Harrison took occasion yestcrday 
to declare himself on the gambling question. 
It was done on his own motion and without 
any inquiries on the part of the reporter 
for THe TRISUNE, with whom he was talk- 
ing. 

‘*T gee,” sald the Mayor, “reports in 
certain papers to the effect certain men have 
been selected to ‘ handle gambling for this 
administration.’ 

“TI stand on this question exactly where 
I etood the night I was elected, when I said 
there is to/be no gambling in Chicago dur- 
ing my administration. My instructions to 
Supt. Kipley are to this effect, and those ip- 
structions must be obeyed. : 

“TI want to say further if I find any city 
official in any department undertaking to 
‘handle gambling’ either for himself or 
claiming to represent this administration 
he will lose his place at once, no matter how 
high his rank, and the public will be told 
by me the reason for his dismiseal.”’ 


LEGISLATOR ACCUSED OF ABDUCTION.

CALHOUN CONFIRMS LEE’S REPORTS. 


Cables That Stories of Affairs in Cuba 
and Destitution of American Cit- : 


iszens Are Not Exaggerated. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—[ Special. ]— 
Special Commissioner Calhoun, who was 
sent to Cuba expressly to investigate the 
condition of affairs there, was heard from 
this afternoon, and, in spite of the short 
time he has had to investigate, he has be- 
come satisfied that the stories of starvation 
and misery forwarded by the consular 
officers have not been exaggerated. _.. 

He, like Consul-General Lee, is somewhat 
doubtful as to the means of distributing re- 
lief, and, while not discouraging an ap- 
propriation in any way, warns the adminis- 
tration that difficulties may arise to pre- 
veut the food and clothing being distibuted 
equitably and promptly. , | 

Cable dispatches from Mr. Calhoun, Cdn- 
sul-General Lee, Consul Barker at Sagua 
le Grande, Consul Brice at Matanzas, and 
other representatives of the State Depart- 
ment were waiting for the President when 
he reached the White House. A synopsis 
of Mr. Calhoun’s preliminary report was 
wired to Philadelphia, and in it was the 
following passage: 


CALHOUN’S FIRST REPORT. 


“TI, of course, have not had time to make

SPAIN’S OBJECIION TO IT.

TO WAIT TILL TUESDAY. 


After the arrival of the Presidential par- 
ty late this evening THe TRIBUNE corre- 


spondent who called at the White House 


was informed on the highest authority that 
the President had determinel not to send 
in a message on Monday, and would not 
take action until after the whole matter had 
been gone over at the regular session of the 
Cabinet on Tuesday morning. It was 
stated that the President had received 
while in Philadelphia a number of messages 
from Secretary Sherman giving the sum- 
mary of the reports received from Consul- 
General Lee at Havana. 

These indicated no particular change in 
the situation, and, taken together with the 
suggestion from Mr. Calhoun that the 
lief were not 
yet clearly in hand, the President has decid- 
ed to defer action and take his chances on 
what might happen in the Senate. This 
decision is, of course, subject to change, 
dependent on additional reports received 
tomorrow, but unless they are particularly 
significant the message will be withheld 
and the Senate allowed to take its own 
way in regard to the Morgan resolution. 
This cannot be passed at once, but it will 
be passed, and the opinion was expressed by 
more than one member of the Foreign com- 
mittee today that in view of the hesitation 
ofthe administration they weré willing to 
venture the prediction that Cuba would 
become free before the new tariff bill be- 
came a law. 


PLAN OF RELIEF. 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
Washington, D. C., May 15.—In con- 
sidering ways and means of affording sub- 
stantial relief to such American citizeus in 


Cuba as are in real distress owipg to the 


war the administration has hit upon a plan 
which may be put in operation if it is sanc- 
tioned by the united judgment of the United 
States consular officers in Cuba. 

This plan is to give notice through the 
‘American Consuls to all American cit:2ens 
in Cubs that the government will under- 
take to remove them from the islund to the 
United States if they so desire. To do this 
will require action by Congress—uot neces- 
surily a specific authorization of the re- 
moval, but merely the limitation of the ap- 
propriation to the general terms of one for 
the relief of American citizens in Cuba. 

A course similar to this was adopted with 
more or less benefit in China during the 
rioting incident to the Chinese-Japanese 
war, and during the “Armenian troubles 
Mr. Terrell, the United States Minister, 
was authorized to undertake the convey- 
ahce of American citizens to the evast cities, 
where they might have suitable protection. 
The proposition as to Cuba goes a little 
farther than the measures adopted in the 
case of China or Turkey, in that it contem- 
plates the removal of the Americans from 
the island entirely. Probably the regson 
for this is the belief, founded on reports 
from United States Consul-General Lee 
and other United States consulbr officers, 
that the war has so thoroughly exhausted 
the agricultural resources of the island 
that it wifi be a long time before it will be 
— in condition to mathtain its popula- 
tion, and meanwhile the Americans whio are 
dependent upon the soil for their liveliiood 
will suffer. 


SUFFERING WILL LAST. 


‘The consequent suffering can be relieved 
by the government's furnishing the unfort- 
unates supplies and medicines, but Gen.

HAYANA 18 IN A FINANCIAL PANIC. 


Prices of the Necessities of Life Have 
Doubled Within a Few 
Days. 


Havana, May 15.—The decision of the gov- 
ernment against the exchanging of bank bills 
for silver coin has caused a panic. Prices 
of bread, milk, and other necessities of life 
doubled during the last few days. The work- 
ing classes, as well as all government em- 
ployés, both civil and military, openly ex- 
press their dissatisfaction with the action 
of the government in paying them in scrip 
which is 0v per cent below par. It is be- 
lieved the government will no longer accept 
paper money in payment of taxes. In that 
event a further depreciation of the paper 
money may be expected.

It is conceivable that there 
might be such a revival of popular manhood 
in Great Britain as would compel even the 
timorous Prime Minister to fling outa defi- 
ant veto against the cold-blooded plottings 
of diplomacy. This would be an awkward 
complication, which it is worth while to take 
some little trouble to avoid. 

A peculiar feature Of the news of the 60- 
called war, which has now gone on nearly a 
month, is that it is almost impossible to gain 
even an approximate idea of the loss of life 
in the various battles and skirmishes. An 
examination of the great mass ofmaterial, 
by mail and telegraph, which has come to 
London from all sources enables me to make 
a rough estimate, for which no pretensions 
to accuracy is claimed. 

The number of Greeks killed in the Thes- 
saly campaign previous to the battles near 
Pharsala probably did not exceed 1,000, The 
last ten Gays brings the loss up to about 1,800.

PLAN A CAMPAIGN IN WESTERN CUBA. 


Insurgents Receive Supplies and Pre- 
pare te Show That the Territory 
Is Not Pacified. 


New York, May 15.—{Special.]}—There will 
be some hot fighting in Western Cuba pres- 
ently. The Cubans have concluded that Cap- 
tain-General Weyler’s proclamations declar- 
ing that he had pacified the western vrov- 
inces may do them harm at Washington, 
and they propose a demonstration in Pinar 
del Rio and Havana Provinces that will show 
the hollowness of these proclamations. 

The campaign which ended with the capt- 
ure of Rivera exhausted the ammunition of 
Western Cubans, and they were thus forced 
to the strictest kind of defensive fighting. 
Complaints reached the junta here that 
whiie many expeditions reached Gomez, in 
the east, with rifles and ammunitior. the 
west had to depend on what it Gould take 
from the enemy. 

> This policy had been changed. Not long 
ago the Dauntless landed a huge cargo at 
the westernmost point of Cuba and since 
then several other shiploads have reached 
the western ‘patriots. The last expedition 
started from Tampa a few days ago with 
850,000 cartridges and 1,000 Remington rifles. 
It landed at Bants, within a few leagues of 
Havana. The Spanish gunboats did nut get 
sight of it until the rifles and ammunition 
were safe, 

The Spaniards divined that the stores had 
been landed, and so signaled a shore station.

SULTAN LAUGHS AT GREAT BRITAIN. 


Salisbury Is Discomfited at Every Turn 
of the Great Game of 
Diplomacy. 


London, May 15.—The powers are waiting 
with what patience they may until it shall 
please the Sultan to say what he is going 
to do about the overtures of peace in behalf 
of Greece. Meantime the latter has estab- 
lished a fresh foothold in Epirus which will 
enable her to say that Greek troops are oc- 
eupying Turkish territory, even if all Thes- 
saly is given over to the invader. 

The situation is, however, far from satis- 
factory to the powers, and least of all to 
England, who has been euchred and dis- 
comfited at every turn of the great game 
of diplomacy in which the war has been 
only one of the moves. It is well known 
that Lord Salisbury is anxious for peace 
at the earliest possible moment, and is in 
favor of a vigorous control 6f the Sultan, 
In this and all other matters it ts under- 
stood quite safe to s@y that the British 
Premier will be disappointed. 

There is no indication that Russia and 
Germany are in any great hurry, and it is 
certain that the Sultan will snap his fingers 


at any other attempt to interfere with h.m, 


It is quite probabie that the Czar, perhaps 
Emperor William also, prefers that Greece 
be reduced to a much humbier attitude than 
she now occupies. 
at the mercy of the Turks would enable Rus- 
sia to play the same role as she did for China 
at the close of the Japanese war and at the 
same price. It would even be possible, in 
fact if not in name, for Russia to gain the 
same ascendency in Greek affairs as En- 
gland has done in Egypt. The only ‘power 
which would seriously resent this would be 
Great Britain, and her cowardice is now 
universally recognized as one of the perma- 
nent factors in the European situation. Her 
protests might be noisy, but there would be 
no guns behind them. 

Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour are fond 
of declaring themselves the real friends of 
Greece, 

It is perfectly clear today that this friend- 
ship is of no more value to Greece than 
that of Lord. Salisbury’s favorite setter. 
Engiand might as well be without a voice 
in dealing with Turkey at the present mo- 
ment, so impotent is she. Inthe pending ne- 
gotiations she has been outwitted at every

AUSTRIAN IMMIGRANTS ARE FLEECED. 


Induced to Go to Winnipeg by False 
| Representations and Preyed 
Uponm by Sharpers. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 15.—[Speciah }—Twelve 
hundred immigrants from Ruthenia, Aus- 
tria, have been at Winnipeg for a few days 
and they have taxed the ingenuity and hos- 
pitality of the‘city not a Httle. The immi- 
gration authorities have had to shield the 
sega 9 from all sorts of fraud and rob- 

ery. 

These foreigners would be mercilessly 
fleeced but for the constant care of the au- 
thorities, These Ruthenians were shame- 
fully deceived by the representations of 
agents in the old country, who told them 
that they would be liberally supplied with 
everything they wanted—lands, houses, 
stock, implements, food, etc., on arrival in 
Manitoba. 

One story told was that an Austrian Prin- 
cess of untold wealth was living in Montreal 
and it would only be necessary to apply to 
her for anything that might be needed. Some 
were desirous of taking advantage of her 
offer while in Winnipeg, and made inquiries 
with a view of telegraphing to her to send 
on supplies. A considerable number of the 
recently urrived, 1,200 boys, girls, and men, 
have already been provided with places by | 
the city’s free agency, even though they 
are wholly ignorant of the English language. 
These people come from Galicia,’a crown 
land of Austria, which comprises the old 
Kingdoms of Galicia and Lodomerila, the 
Duchies of Auschwitz and Zator, and the 
Feudduchy of Cracow, between Russia and 
Hungary. They are chiefly farmers, andare 
adherents of the Greek Church. 


WANTS EMIGRANTS FOR QUEENSLAND.

PROF. B. lL. GILDERSLEEVE TALKS 
AT GEORGE M. PULLMAN’S HOME.

Prot. Gildersleeve’s Word, 

He said: 

** No country In my travels has left in my 
mind a more vivid impression than Greece— 
and Athens is practically all Greece. The 
thought that this land of imagination, 
this cradle of classic fancies, this great out- 
door temple of strange gods, should now be 
desecrated by the unspeakable Turk fille 
me with horror, and I pity the brave people 
whose heroic ideals have led them ‘to such 
imprudent self-destruction. 

“I entered Athens by way of its port, the 
Pirseeus, which, viewed simply in the light of 
its cleanliness, is a dirty trading town. 

“From the Pireus to Athens is a cide 
which the visitor can never forget. 

“ About half-way, and a turn in the med 
around a hill suddenly brings to view the 
famous Acropolis, clear-cut in the distance, 
but appearing small and disappointing in its 
proportions, But this is due to the clearness 
of the atmosphere, and as the tourists draw 
nigh great and wonderful Athens looms ~ 
in the same features of prominence 
distinguished it 2,000 years ago. 

Chief Historic Spots. 

“The hotels are located around Constitu- 
tion Square, and one afternoon’s walk 
around this center will acquaint one with the 
chief historic spots. : 

“‘ Athens is comparatively small, and it 
does not take the time to ‘ do’ it that it does 
Rome. 

“ The ancient, modern, and Turkish sides 
are separate and each onea study. The ba- 
zaars of the Turkish section are, in my 
opinion, more thoroughly typical in their 
Ottoman kinds of warea than even those at 
Constantinople. 

“The lands of Greece are barren and 
mountainous. The mountains are not high, 
but they are hard to’climb. Except the vale 
of the Eurotus, there ate few fertile spots~ 
but despite the rocks and uninviting crags, 
there is something romantic in every nook, 
and something that entices to stay. 

*“ The Greeks are a race of dreamers. They 
dwell and live om the past, and even the Ro< ' 
man ruins are not ancient enough for them. 

“ They have an artificial, affected stiliness 
even in their language, and are impressed. 
strongly with the idea that they must Be 
as heroie as their ancestors. 

“The frogs of Attica sound just like the 
famous chorus they make im Aristophones.”

SEARLES ORGANIZES A NEW TRUST. 


(«te Contho!l of a Process Which Will 
Enable His Company to Absolute- 
ly Control Cotton Product. 


New York, May 15.—[{Special.]J—John E. 
Searles, Secretary of the sugar trust, is 
now threatening, it seems, to put the gigan- 
tic business of marketing the cotton crop 
of the United States into the power of a 
single company. 

The concern is known as the American 
Cotton company. It was incorporated un- 
der the favorable laws of New Jersey in 
March, 1896, and it has a paid up capital of 
$6,000,000, of which one-half is preferred. 

Searles, the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the sugar trust, is the President of 
the company. Associated with him? are 
Stuyvesant Fish, President of the Illinols 
Central railroad, ex-Secretary of the interior

ASSESSORS STARTLE RICH PEOPLE. 


Valuations Are Quadrupled at Tarry- 
town and Rich Residents Threat- 
em to Move Away. 


New York, May 15.—[Special.]—Laboring 
men and wealthy residents stood sides by 
side in the village corporation rooms at 
Tarrytown today, each awaiting his turn 
to air his grievance to the Village Assessors, 
who recently startled the town by enforc- 
ins; the new tax law, which says that all 
personal property must be assessed. These 
Assessors were not afraid, and by probing 
into the rich man’s affairs as Well as those 
of the poor man more than quadrupled the 
essessment roll. The rich men say the tax 
is outrageous, and they will not pay, and 
that they prefer to spend an equal amount 
in a lawsuit rather than give in to the As- 
sessors, who dared to rate them as they had 
never been rated before. 

John D. Archbold, the Standard Oil mag- 
nate, appeared early, and he and his counsel 
fixed up the assessment paper and swore off 
his assessments, claiming New York as 
his residence. 

Many of the wealthy residents sat through 
the tediclus ordeal and were compelled to 
do without lunch.

Many 
became very weary and left disgusted. The 
hearing lasted anti!

Every one is surprised at the silence of the 
Goulds, who seem to be perfectly satisfied 
with the treatment they have received. It 
was understood they intended to swear off 
the estate tax—$750,000—claiming Lakewood 
as their residence, bit Dr. Townsend V. 
Roe, Chairman of the Assessors, said to- 
‘day he had seen Miss Helen Gould, and she 
said she was perfectly satisfied with all the 
assessments and would make no protest. 

The Assessors are inclined to think that 
this action of the Goulds may have some 
weight on the other wealthy people, and 
that they will abide by the taxes and still 
live in Tarrytown. Many of the wealthiest 
people say, however, that if the taxes are 
enforced they will move away.

MONUMENT ERECTED BY THE CIN- 
CINNATI IS UNVEILED. 


President McKinley. Wncovers the 
Great Group of Statuary and Pays 
an Eloquent Tribute to the Father 
of His Cotintry—William G. Porter 
Delivers an Oration—Monument Is 
Yormally Ceded to the City of Phil- 
adelphia—Parade Passes in Review. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 15.—Here, in the 
city which firat placed on his brows the 
laurel crown of achievement, the memory of 
George Washington was honored today in 
monumental bronze. The great monument 
erected by the Society of the Cincinnati was 
unveiled with impressive ceremonies. 

The cord which released the saddling flags 
from the figure of the first riiler of the repub- 
lic was drawn by its latest ruler. Surrounding 
him were men in whose veins runs the blood 
of those first patriots who battled shoulder 
to shoulder with Washington, @ scene con- 
ceived and planned by those very comrades 
in arms, executed by their sons in peace. 

It was a notable gathering and representa- 
tive of the country. It included the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, and the Cabinet offi- 
cers, its defenders in the officers and pri- 
vates of the army and navy, and its best 
blood in the direct descendants of the mold- 
ers and makers of the Nation. 

The ceremonies proper began at noon, when 
the parade moved from Broad and Spruce 
streets, under command of Maj.-Gen. Snow- 
den, and at the park it passed in review be- 
fore the President. 

The President and party at 1:50 o’clock 
were escorted from the hotel to car- 
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Watchfal of the People’s Rights. 

“ Thus he was ever keenly watchful of the 
rights of the people, in whose hands was 
the destiny of our government then and now. 

‘Masterful as were his military cam- 
paigne, his civil administration commands 
equal admiration. His foresight was mar- 
velous; his conception of the philosophy of 
government; his insistence upon the neces- 
sity of education, moralty, and enlightened 
citizenship to the progress and permanence 
of the republic cannot be contemplated 
even at this period without fliling us with 
astonishment at the breadth of his com- 
prehension and the sweep of his wisdom. 

‘His was no narrow view of government. 
The immediate present was not his sole 
concern, but our futttre good his constant 
theme of study. He blazed the path of 
liberty, He laid the foundation upon which 
we have grown from weak and scattered 
colonial. governments to a united republic, 
whose domains and power, as well as lib- 
erty and freedom, have become the admira- 
tion of the world. Distance and time have 
not detracted from the fame and force of 
his achievements or diminished the grandeur 
of his Hfe and work. Great deeds do not 
stop in their growth, and those of Wash- 
ington will expand in influence in all the 
centuries to follow. 

His Rich Bequest. 

“The bequest Washington has made to 
civilization is rich beyond computation. The 
obligations under which he Has placed man- 
kind are sacred and commanding. The re- 
sponsibility he has left for the American 
people to preserve and perfect what he ac- 
complished is exacting and solemn. Let us 
rejoice in every new evidence that the peo- 
ple realise what they enjoy and cherish

** Printed blanks for such affidavits will 
be prepared by this board and sent to every 
precinct for use,’’ 

Commissioner Keenan said the ruling 
would disfranchise 75,000 citizens.

HENRY -W. CHANT DIES IN FLORIDA 


Widely Known to Old Residents of 
Chicago as a Musician and 
Builder of Organs.

Louisville, Ky., May 15.—{Special.}—The 
$10,000 Louisville Futurity was run today 
over a heavy track and under a sharp shower 
and was won by William McGuigan’s Hayden 
Edwards—Bettie Blaise colt, Bannockburn.

E. Madden's Howland was third, the field 
numbering thirteen. 

The three placed horses are hy common 
consent the cream of this year’s Western 
crop of .2-year-olds. In the early spring, or 
until Bangle made his sensational début ai 
Nashville, Howland was regarded as far and 
away the best youngster in this section, but 
it is suspected now that while the aon of 
Hindoo and Ricochet was making his reputa- 
tion at Memphis the wise McGuigan hada 
good bet up his sleeve with Bannockburn. 
Before Bannockburn had made his public ap- 
pearance he was sold on approval by Mc- 
Guigan to M. F. Dwyer for $10,000, but while 
he ran in Dwyer’s name at Memphis he re- 
mained in McGuigan’s hands. His early per- 
formances were not up to the Brooklyn turf- 
man's expectations and the sale was callcd 
off. McGuigan did not grieve much over 
Dwyer’s decision in the matter. He kneW 
just how much the colt’s public performances 
reflected his real class. 

Madden started Olney to keep Howland 
company in today’s race, and although the 
track was treacherous and the pessibility of 
a bungie'at the post imminent the bracket 
was backed with the utmost confidence al> 
to 5 and shorter.

YERKES’ RESORT NEAR GROSSE POINT 
Report Carreat That the Street Car 
Magnate Had Bought 2,500 Acres 
for Pubite Diversion. 


A story was current in Evansten yesterday 
that Charles T. Yerkes had purchased 2,500 
acres of ground five miles northwest of 
Grosse Point and was about to establish 
there an attractive summer regort. 

According to the story a summer hptel was 
to be built and a lake three miles long and 
a mile and a half wide was to be eXcavated, 
filied with water, stocked with “fish, and 
provided with pleasure boats. Summer gar- 
den attractions ef high grade were to be 
added to make the resort a peer of any in 
America. 

It was algo reported that racing wae to be 
a distinctive feature and that the Legisiature 
would be asked to pass a bill which would 
make pool-selling legal at Grobse Point. | 

To render transportation facilities com- 
plete, Mr. Yerkes was to extend the North- 
western Elevated road on over the tracks of 
the St. Paul railroad to Wilmette and 
thence to the pleasure grounds, and the 
through trains were to cover the distance 
to Chicago in twenty minutes, the fare to Be 
ten cents. 

The story gained credence yesterday in Ev- 
anston, Wilmette, and other towns, but was 
discredited by real estate men generally. 

D. H. uderbach, President of the Evans- 
ton eledfric railroad, said last night there 
was absolutely no truth in the rumor and 
that it was absurd to imagine Mr, Yerkes 
attempting to build the elevated road out 
to Grosse Point at present. 

Another close friend of Mr. Yerkes ex- 
pressed ignorance of any such movement. 

‘Mr. Yerkes is opposed to racing,’’ he con- 
tinued, “ an@ would not think of building a 
race course efther for pleasure or profit. 

“If the Humphrey bilis had passed Mr. 
Yerkes might have considered... such a 
yenture.”’ 

The property supposed to have been pur- 
chased is a tract of marsh land northwest 
of Grosse Point and owned by #ihal! farmers 
and gardeners of that section; This prop- 
erty is listed for sale by the real estate men 
of Chicago, and the story was said to have 
been given out by one of them. 


PLEASURE STEAMER GOES OVER A DAM 


Three Persons Are Drowned While 
Going to Witness Washington Mone- 
ment Exercises at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 15.—Mrs. Jantiies 

wen and Jessie and Bleanore Davis, sis- 

ers, aged 10 and 8 years respectively, were 
drowned late this afternoon in the Schuylkill 
River through the capsizing of @ small pleas- 
ure steamer. The twelve other occupants 
of the boat were also thrown into the river, 
but were rescued by men who put out from 
shore in row boats. 

The husband of the drowned woman was 
among those rescued, as Was also the mother 
of the two uhfortunate little girls. The 
steamer was the small launch David W. 
Sellers, and had been engaged in taking out 
passengers to witness from the river the ex- 
ercises and military parade connected with 
the Washington monument dedication. In 
some manner; as yet unexplained; the little 
steamer got beyond the contrel of those in 
charge, and drifted to the dam across the 
river at the Fairmount water-works. The 
strong current then swept the boat over the 
dam, and it capsized as it went over. - 

The fifteen persons were prec ipitated into 
the swift-moving current, and the three per- 
sons named were swept away. Their bodies 
have not been recovereds The accident was 
witnéssed “by thousafids of persons on the 
shores, and a number of row boats were 
quickly manned and put out to the scene. 
Twelve persons were rescued, and whether 
any others were drowned in addition to the 
woman and two children is not yet definitely 
known.

Troubles with the Czar. 

France has had an uncomfortable amount 
of humiliation mixed with her grief over the 
frightful catastrophe of the bazaar. I spoke 
a week ago of the disagreeable things being 
said in Paris about the uncomfortable delay 
of the Czar’s telegram of condolence. The 
feeling about it has evidently frightened 
those in authority and inspired private rep- 
regentations to the Cgar, for on the 12th 
there arrived an autograph letter from him, 
addressing President Faure as “ Tres Chere 
et Grand Ami,” filled with strenuous assur- 
ances of sympathy, curiously worded, 80 as 
to protest against a suspicion of possible 
lukewarmness, and dated on May 7. Paris 
roceives this with a sniffing coolness, for by 
the very showing of the date the Czar let 
two days pass after he knew of the horror 
before he wrote, and another five days were 


“mysteriously consumed in bringing it from 


St. Petersburg to Paris. 

It is much easier to believe it was written 
at a later date and after the arrival in Rus- 
sia of the warnings of French anger. As if 
to point a contrast, the German Emperor's 
telegram was not only rushed on to wires 
with all the zeal of a newspaper correspond- 
ent, so that it reached Paris before any 
other, but his contribution of §2, to the

face at the top of the list on Wednesday in 
all the Paris papers.

Even when passing through the immense 
crowd in Hyde Park she took not the slight- 
est notice of the silent, yet respectful saluta- 
tions, but sat back in the carriage, her face 
covered with a Diack veil, looking straight 
ahead.

Fears for Her Health. 

In court circles the effects on the aged 
Queenof the intense excitément caused by the 
jubilee festivities undoubtedly are watched 
with keen apprehension. At first the prepa- 
rations and bustle had@ a rousing, exhilarat- 
ing effect, but e reaction has set in already 
and the Queen is suffering from great mental 
irritation and physical feebleness. 

The excessive pressure of court business fn 
connection with the festivities has compelled 
the Queen to sanction the employment of a 
corps of etenographers and typewriters to 
assist her private secretaries. Tbis is an in- 
novation againet whith she had sternly set 
her face for years, thé consequence being 
that her private. secretaries have been among 
the hardest worked officials in England The 
mere fact that she has yielded shows that 
her autocratic will in the management of 
her own affairae it at last being overridden. 


Commemoration Funds. 

It cannot be alleged that gratitude for 
the blessings of Queen Victoria’s reign has 
manifested itself effusively in the support 
accorded to the commemoration funds spe- 
cially advocated by foyalty. The Prince of

Thetr es- 
cape may have been due to their superior 
strength and endurance or to their high 
hats, which broke the fall of the burning 
rafters, but there is another less flattering 
interpretation. My Paris correspondent 
writes: 

“A lady who has to thank her presence 
of mind only that she escaped the fate of so 
many others, and whom I saw the day after 
the fire, told me of revolting behavior of 
some man, whom she was very sorry not to 
be able to name, so as to make his shame 
publicly known. She was already near the 
exit, and would have been out of all danger 
ina few seconds but for another young lady, 
a friend, who had nearly lost consciousness 
and whom she was trying to save. She had 
taken hold -of one of her hands, and had so 
far succeeded as to pull her out of it, when 
just as she had good reason to hope that 
she would be able not only to escape herself 
but also rescue her friend, a tall man be- 
hind her got her round her waist and tried 
to push her aside in order to pass her. 
Forced to let go of her friend’s hand, she 
turned and grasped the beard of the coward, 
who was forced to pull her along. 


Gets a Handful of Beard. 

“She showed me a tuft of hair which was 
left in her hand when the man tore him- 
gelf away with a jerk after they reached the 
open air, evidently to escape being recog- 
nized. 

“ Her friend perished in the flames. The 
lady assured me that but for the cowardly 
action of the stranger they both, as well as 
the man, would have escaped, as they were 
all three so near the door. 

“The papers publish other stories of the 
same kind. A young man went to the bazaar 
with his fiancée. In apite of her entreaties 
not to leave her he did so as eoon as the 
alarm was given, regardless of what her 
fate would be. She succeeded in saving 
herself, and when she came home, slightly 
wounded, she found there her heroic lover, 
who had come to inquire whether she had 
returned and how she felt. She, of course, 
thanked him for the interest he took in her 
well being and informed him that their en- 
gagement was broken off.

Her Majesty eeems imbibed 
with some of the universal restlessness, for 
sie drove out on two successive days 
through Northumberland avenue and other 
parts of the new hotel quarter in Loudon, 
which, it is said, she had never seen before, 
and where, certainly, no one remembers to 
have had @ previous glimpse of her. It was 
noted that she wore big black or smoked 
glasses, but nothing has been said hereto- 
fore of her afflicted eyesight. 

On another line of progress the Queen 
also marks an exceptional year by at last 
waving her set prejudice against typewrit- 
ers, and several of the machines have been 
installed in. her private secretary’s office. 
She made ah even larger resistance to the 
employment of stenography in her corre- 
spendence, but shorthand writers are also 
under the palace roofs. 

Friction with the Czar. 

Finally it is understood there has been a 
good deal of friction inside the royal family 
over the incident of the late Czar’s million 
dollars being passed out of England without 
the payment of the estate duty, and if it 
were not jubilee year there would have been 
a rousing exhibition of friction tn plebelan 
circles as well. Parliamentary inquiry shows 
that this was done by the Treasury upon 
the request of the Foreign Office, but it is 
doubtful if anything will be said in the House 
of Commons on the subject of this report, 
since it is understood that the Foreign Office 
acted under pressure from royalty. Itis not 
a nice position, however, since, when the 
late King of Portugal died, leaving a large 
sum here, it was remorselessly taxed by 
Bomerset Housé, and he was the Queen’s 
own cousin, andrather poor as Kings go, too. 

Poor Demand for Pictures. 

For many years the sales of pictures in the 
opening fortnight of the Royal Academy 
have been nowhere near this year’s low- 


‘water mark. Thus far but Iittle over 100 


canvases, and these for the most part emall 
and very Jow-priced, have found purchasers. 
Much of this is due to the same cause which 
is paralyzing the book trade—namely, the 
multiplicity of public subscriptions and sim- 
lar drains on the public purse in this year 
of the jubilee and war. But something is 
also due to the fact that the Increasing 
weight of the critics who deride academic 
art ts gradually turning the scale of public 
opinion. Rich men are no longer so sure as 
they were that English pictures of the Acad- 
emy school will be good as permanent invest- 
ments. 


LONDON THEATERS ARE BOOMING. 


Paderetwski Will Reeeive the Largest 
Fee Ever Given a Pianist in Enm- 
giand, 1,000 Guineas. 


London, May 15.—The theaters are boom- 
ing, and the Strand iseverrun with Ameri- 
can actors and managers. During the last 
week Charies Frohman has been much ex- 
ercised about the conflicting dates for the 
premier of. ‘‘ Secret. Service "’ and the open- 
ing of John Hare’s season at the Court The- 
ater, both of which are announced for to- 
night. Mr. Frohman states that the mem- 
bers of his company are exceedingly nervous 
about the first London appearance. They 
arrived here last Thursday, and the ten- 
sion consequent upon postponing the open- 
ing until Monday fs very great. 

The largest sum ever paid a planist in 
London will be given Paderewski for one 
performance in Queen’s Hall during the 
present season. He will receive 1,000 guin- 
eas. A similar fee has been offered to Mme. 
Patti to sing three songs at a summer con- 
cert. 

George Bernard Shaw has completed a one- 
act play in which the chief personage is 
Napoleon. The play was offered to Sir 
Henry Irving, who at first promised to 
accept it; but upon reconsidering the matter 
he declined, and returned the manuscript. 

Beerbohm Tree will not produce “ Julius 
Ceesar’’ at the new Her Majesty's Theater 
until the early autumn. The new play by 
Mr. Grundy, also intended for this house, 
will for the present be shelved. 

The date for the first production of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan’s ballet at the Alhambra 
has been definitely settled for Tuesday, May

Answer to Their Offer of Mediation Is

Conscious of Power. 


London, May 15.—The Sultan’s reply to 
the note of the Ambassadors at Constantino- 
ple offering mediation, saying he would be 
ready to discuss the matter after the greater 
Bairam festival, which ends on Sunday 
night, justifies the fear that the powers 
have drawn a geni out of the war that will 
not be easy to get back. Abdul Hamid’s 
answer is cool almost to the point of inso- 
lence. It is that of a sovereign with a pow- 
erful army behind him, and he is disposed to 
treat the powers cavalierly. 

Articles published in the semi-officlal prese 
of the continent show that the increase in 
the prestige of the Sultan is the chief con- 
cern of the European Cabinets, and the 
prospects of an effective enforcement of 
general reforms for the Turkish empire are 
thereby relegated to the very distant future,

JUBILEE PROGRAM 15 APPROYED. 


Festivities Will Begin with Religious 
Services at Windsor and Conclude 
with a Naval Review, 


London, May 15.—The festivities mapped 
out for the jubilee. have naw récéeived the 
Queen's sanction. “They will begin on June 
20, the date of her Majesty’s ascension to the 
throne sixty years ago, with a réligious serv- 
ice at Frogmore, Windsor, the site of the 
mausoleum erected to the memory of the 
Prince Consort and the Guess mother, the 
late Duchess of Ként. e Queen and the 
royal family will be presenw& . 

On the Monday following, June 21, the 
court will move in sémi-state to London anid 
that evening there will be a banquet at Buck- 
ingham Palace in henoer of the royal guests. 
It will be followed by a reception for the 


members of the diplomatic corps and the 


specialenvoys. - 

On Tuesday, June 22, the royal procession 
through the streets of London will be the 
great feature of the day and will be followed 
by illuminations at night.

The Journal des Debats declares that the 
result of the war has been to place Turkey in 
a position it has not held for the last half 
century, adding: “ Its tremendous military 
effort is largely in excess of what the strug- 
gle against Greece requires. It was done to 
refute the allegation of decrepitude, and to 
demonstrate to the Sultan's own subjects 
and to those of the smaller States, and to 
the great powers, that Turkey is able to 
hold her own against other dangers than a 
war with Greece.”’ 

The British, Russian, and Austrian news- 

pers echo these remarks and it is gen- 
erally felt that this fact will have to be reck- 


‘pned with in the negotiations upon the condi- 


tions of peace. In the meanwhile the post- 
ponement of the Sultan’s reply until after 
the great Bairam is interpreted as meaning 
that his Majesty intends his army shall 
continue its victorious advahce until every 
strategic point on the. Othrys Mountain 
range is in the hands of the Turks, and only 
then will Edhem Pasha receive orders to 
stop fighting. The resumption of fighting 
by the Greeks in Epirus is regardéd as a 
foolish move, and only furnishes Turkey 
with a plausible motive for refusing an ar- 
mistice. It also hinders the progress of the 
peace negotiations. 

The chanceHeries are also occupied with 
the difficult problem of how Greece will pay 
the war indemnity which Turkey seems 
certain to demand, M. Delyannis, the for- 
mer Greek Premier, in his newspaper sangtu- 
inely argues that Greece cannot be expected 
to pey an indemnity because the Turks de- 
clared war officially without provocation, 

This view of the question is not shared 
elsewherefand an international commission, 
to administer the finances of Greece on the 
lines of the similar Turkish commission, ts 
mooted. The Greek commission would, it is 
proposed, sit at Athens and take over the 
Greek customs for the purpose of the Greek 
debt and possibly for the war indemnity.

Corrects Kananda’s Misstatements. 

“I took occasion while in India to correct * 
some of the misstatements he has made in 
regard to the progress of Hindu mission 
work in America. Vive Kananda attacked 
nll sorts of people in his.lectures. He at- 
tacked American women, missionaries.of all 
kinds, the Brahmins, Mr. Mazoomdar in 
particular, and the Theosophiste. He 
has started up a great deal of ex- 
citement and has said some very useful 
things, but his a@ttack on the missionaries 
ard on American women were simply out- 
rageous. in is usually believed that his 
career in India will be a short one. Hindu 
scholars have written me that they repudiat- 
ed his Hinduism.” 

* How long were you in Japan?” Dr. Bar- 
rows was asked. 

“We spent eighteen days in Japan, dur- 
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“ Primarily, of course, lack of rain this 
Beason. Still there is food enough in India 
to supply its needs. Rice is being shipped 
from In this,year. The approach of 
famine sends up prices as its first result, and 
immediately the poor people’s stock of 
money, scant at the best, is exhausted. 

“ You ask, me if wages do not go up when 
prices go up? Thatis a natural question for 
an American to ask. But the difference 
there is that in India there are ten men 
where there is work for one man, Higher 
prices do not mean higher wages for that 
reason, which also accounts somewhat for 
the small amount ef money the poorer 
classes are able to get hold of at the best. 

Land Shark Reaps the Benefit. 

“Yndia needs diversified industries. It is 
too exclusively an agricultural population. 
One of the ‘worst features is that the poor 
peasant mortgages his rice crop in advance, 
often to the owner of the land, and not being 
able, from the failure of the crops, to meet 
payment, the land shark gets hold of his 
holdings, of perhaps a few acres, and he is 
left with nothing in hand and nothing to 
depend upon.” 

‘“* What has been the effect, and what isthe 
present effect, of the British administration 
in India?” . 

" Benefit of British Rule. 

“Tt' is an untold blessing to 300,000,000 
people. It is their-only hope for good gov- 
ernment, peace, and justice. The antago- 
nisms of race and religion are such that if 
the British overrule were withdrawn Mos- 
lems and Hindus would be fiying at each 
other’s throats. Still, there is much criti- 
cism of some features of British rule. It is 
felt by the people that too much money is 
paid out td the British officials, and that 
India ought not to be compelled to support 
so large an army, and especially ought not 
to be required to pay for the expense of Brit- 
ish fighting in Egypt. That is what India 
is doing today. The British take the Hindu 
troops over into Africa to fight, and India 
has to pay-their.expenses and hire.

ing which time I gave twenty-two lectures 
in the principal cities. Six were given in 
Tokio, the capital, and three in Yokohama.

More interesting to me than 
temples and beautiful trees were the re- 
ligious problems. Japan is in a stage of 
transition, but enmity to foreigners is not 
quite go strong as it was a few years ago. 

“I was given a delightful reception at 
his home and temples in Lake Bewa by the 
Rev. Zitzusen Ashitgu, ohe of the Buddhist 
priests who came to QOhicago in 1893. I 
went, in cOmpany with Mrs. Barrows, the 
Rev. Mr. Porter of Kyoto, and six boys, 
sons of missionaries. We had two most de- 
lightful hours with him, and his heart is 
very much in America. Afterwards a re- 
ception was given me [In Tokio, at the Bo- 
tanical Gardens, by Buddhists, Shintoists, 
and Christians. Here I met again the 
High Priest of Shintoism, Shibata, who was 
present in Chicago: at’ the congresses in 
iS8fPS, and who is currently reported to have 
been kissed by an American woman on 
the platform.”’ 


Kissed by American Women. 


Dr. Barrows enjoyed a good laugh as he 
went on, saying: 

* Why, do you know, that man is known 
all over Japan as the man that the American 
women all kissed? Now, all there is to that 
story is just this: Shibata saluted a woman, 
an American woman, on the platform atthe 
close of one of the congresses, thinking it 
was the custom of the country. They saya 
woman cannot keep a secret, but no one ever 
found out who that woman was. 

‘*My days in Japah were as busy and in- 
teresting as those in India, but less in num- 
ber, and I parted with my friends there with 
deep regret. 


Lectures in Henolula. 


* We sailed from Yokohama on the China 
on April 24, ands we reached Honolulu on 
Monday, May 3. The 
evening in Honolulu I gave a lecture in the 
Union Church, the chief church of the city, 
where-Christian work is carried on every 
Sunday in five. languages—English, Ha- 
walian, Japanese, Chinese, and Portuguese. 
The people of Honolulu were most hospita- 
ble, and we saw a great deal of their beauti- 
ful little city. 

“The desire for annexation to the United 
States is very strong among the Hawalians, 
and the good elemént is neasly all favor- 
able to it. If this governmerit denies their 
request, I do not ses how this tiny republic 
of the Pacific.can- do better than fly into 
the arms of England, who is wise enough 
to welcome such group of islands with such 
beautiful harbors’ and such wonderful re- 
sources. Annexation is the only thing the 
Hawalians talk about these days. All are 
interested ‘in it. 


Makes Two Days of One. 


“It was on the way from Yokohama to 
Honolulu that we encountered the.caleq- 
dar, midocean, and had to live over’ one 
day twice to arrive at Honolulu in. proper 
fashion. The day we lived through twite 
was Thursday, April 29, and my wife's 
diary has the page for that day marked off 
in two sections, with a record for each part 
of the double day. ae : 

‘* By tho way, Honolulu ts not tn the East- 
ern Hemisphere, I Saw an editorial in an 
American paper against annexation, saying 
if we took in Hawali we wduld have our 
territory spread out into two hemispheres. 
That is wrong. Honolulu is in the Western 
Hemisphere, like ourselves. 


Talks in ’Frisco and Comes East. 


“We arrived in San Francisco on Mon- 
day, May 10; and the next afternoon a 
reception was given us by the ministers 
and the women of the Occidental Board of 
Missions. At this reception I gave an ad- 
dress on my work in India and answered 
a multitude of questions on a great variety 
of topics. 

“It is now fifteen months since I left my 
own City of Chicago, bidding farewell to a 
group of my acquaintances at the Twenty- 
second street depot, to sail for foreign lands 
a few days later from New York, and I can 
assure you that it will be a great pleasure 
to get back to the company of friends who 
are the dearest to us in all the world.”

The Mayor said yesterday he expected 
to make appointments to fill the remainder 
of the existing vacancies in a few days, and 
tne resignation of City Wngineer Jackson 
was accepted, but his successor not named. 

A story was started around the City Hall 
that Andrew J. Toolen was to be made 
Deputy Cammissioner of Public Works in 
place of John A, Moody. When the Mayor 
was asked about it he refused to either af- 
firm or deny, but rather gave the impres- 
sion there its eomething in the gossip. 

The story .further went on to say Mr. 
Moody was to be made City Engineer in- 
etead of either J. J. Reynolds or H. C, Al- 
exander, the two men now most spoken of for 
that position. 

The office of the Civil Service C ission 
was not only the only one open in the City 
Hall yesterday, but it was busier than usual. 
It was the last day for filing applications 
for the forthcoming ezamfmations, and a 
lot of them were poured in. The total was 
716, of which 458 were for clerical and 258 
for laborers’ positions, ard the grand total 
of applications now in the Commissioners’ . 
hands is over 10,000. Of these 410 are from 
members of the Star Democratic League, 
who want to get back on the police force; 
all of which would go to indicate Supt. Kip- 
ley has passed the word around there is no 
hope of reinsveting them any other way. 

The Civil Service Commissioners yesterday 
took up the matter of the ten Medical In- 
spectors in the Health Department, and 
President Kraus said he would announce 
their decision tomorrow. Commissioner 
Reynolds thinks these inspectors ought to 
be exempt from the law, but the commission 
does not seemed disposed to agree with him, 
and the general] opinion is they will be held 
to be in the classified service.

NEW DEAL FOR THE CHICAGO GENERAL 


Bonney and McGann Bring Forward 
Petition and Measure for Fran- 
chises in Lieu of Urdinances. 


The Chicago General railway company, of 
which C. L. Bonney and Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann are the moving spir- 
its, has prepared,a petition and ordinance 
to be presented to the City Council. The pe- 
tition claims to have the necessary signa- 
tures of frontage owners, and the ordinance 
is to be in leu of the present ordinances of 
the company, and also to cover its contracts 
with the City railway company. 

The streets in which permission is sought 
to lay rails and operate street cars are as 
follows: 

Twenty-second street, from Lake Michigan to 
the city limits. 

Twenty-fifth street, from Rockwell street to 


West Forty-fourth avenue. 
Twenty-eighth street, from Kedzie avenus to 
West Forty-second avenue. 
Ashland avenue, from Twenty-second street to 


Archer avenue. 
Rockwell street, from Nineteenth street to 


Twenty-sixth street. 
California avenue, from Ogden avenue to Twen- 


ty-fifth street. 
Kedzie avenue, from Twenty-second street to 


Thirty-eighth street. 
Lawndale avenue, from Ogden avenue to Thirty- 


fifth street. ~ 
West Forty-second avenue, from Twenty-second 


street to Thirty-first street. 

The life of the ordinance is put at twenty 
years and the offer is made to pay the city 
such a percentage in the gross receipts of 
the company as the City Council may es- 
tablish im any general ordinance, applicable 
alike to all similar companies. The com- 
pany also agrees to pay a license fee of $50 
a car under the existing ordinance, and the 
rate of fare is fixed: at 5 cents, with the 
proviso it may be changed -by a general 
ordinance, applicable to all street railways. 

A final clause confirms the right of the 
company to operate all of its present leased 
lines. 

Marcus Pollasky, President of the Chicago 
Subway company, whose ordinance intro- 
duced in the Council two years ago has 
been sleeping ever since, sent out notice 
yesterday that ordinance was to be re- 
vived, “‘as a result of the defeat of the 
Humphrey bills.’’ | 

The nominal purpose of the ordinance is 
to allow the construction of underground 
railways in the territory bounded by Twelfth. 
street, the river, and the South Branch. 


WATCHING FOR MORE HUMPHREY BILLS 


Committee of One Hundred in Chicago 
Decides to Keep Up Its Organi- 
zation for a Time. 


The Committee of One Hundred against 
the Humphrey bills met yesterday at noon 
at its headquarters in the First National 
Bank Building and decided to keep up its or- 
ganization as a ‘‘ force militant ’’ until the 
session of the General Assembly is closed.

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BYOLUTION OP INDUSTRIAL SOCIETY. 


Prof. Richard T. Ely of Wisconsin 
Lectures Before the Cook County 
High School Association. $ 


Prot. Richard T. Ely, head of the political 
science school of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, discussed the “ Evolution of Industrial 
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Society ” before the Chica and Cook Coun- 
ty High School Association at Orpheus Hall 
yesterday. The meeting was presided over 
by Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Nightingale, and several selections were 
rendered by the High School Urenestra, un- 
der direction of Prof. Gabriel Katzenberger. 

After tracing the evolution of present in- 
dustrial conditions and discussing them at 
7 Fag Prof. Ely said this of future condi- 

“We have reason to think the future 
belongs neither to individualism nor to so, 
Clalism, but to an order of society lying in- 
termediate between these two extremes. 
Social forces now at work, promise to give 
a large competitive sphere of industry em- 
bracing, in the main, agriculture, manu- 
factures, and commerce. 

These forces, however, evidently point 
to the existence of a large industrial sphere 
for organized political society. It is diffi- 
cult to see any other outecme for the forces 
at work than the ownership and manage- 
ment of monopolistic undertakings by zov- 
ernment. Some of these énterprises are lo- 
cal in character, and will naturally be hand- 
ed over to the local political units; others 
are national, and will naturally belong to 
the Federal Government, while intermediaty 
enterprises will give larger life and signifi- 
cance to the American Commonwealth. 

All this development of society means 
increasing self-conscious social action. So- 
ciety must be educated for its new possibil- 
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ities. The rdéle of education is one of in- 
creasing importance, The life of society de- 
pends upon its improvement and enlarge- 
ment. The education which was adequate 
for the masses a generation ago is woefully 
inadequate for the generation about to entor 
upon the twentieth century.”

WILL NOT OFFER A SUBSTITUTE BILL 


Democrats Will Comnfine Themselves 
to Proposing Amendments to the 
Republican Tarif? Measure. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate Committee on 
Finance were in consultation for two hours 
today on the tariff bill. They decided not to 
offer a substitute for the Finance committee 
bill, but to propose amendments which, while 
they will reduce the rates, would, if added 
to the rates of the Wilson law, produce suffi- 
cient revenue to meet the demands of the 
government. They regard the committee’s 
bill as a-revenue producer and calculate that 
even without the proposed beer tax and 
tariff duty it would bring a surplus into the 
Treasury. On the other hand, they regard 
the House bill as nearly prohibitive on many 
of the schedules and think that on this ac- 
count it would be deficient in the production 
of revenne. The Democratic members are 
especially critical of the sugar, glass, and 
woo] schedules and expect to offer amend- 
ments on all of them. None of the amend- 
ments has been formulated.

JUDGMENT AGAINST EQUITABLE LIFE. 


Judge Neely Decides for Barbara 
Frommhold a Case That Has Been 
Two Years in Litigation. 


After two years of litigation a judgment 
was rendered yesterday by Judge Neely in 
the Circuit Court against the Equitable Life 
Aseurance Society of the United States for 
$5,426 in favor of Barbara Frommhold. The 
point involved was the question of a notice 
being sent to the policyholder, Alfred 
Frommhold, husband of the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff pleaded the law of 1890, the year in 
which the policy was executed in New York, 
which required a thirty-day notice before 


failure to pay premium should not operate 
to forfeit the policy. The defendant com- 
pany pleaded the law of 1892, which required 
only a fifteen-day notice, and set up the de- 
fense that such notice was sent on Oct. 17, 
1894. This the plaintiff denied. 

Mre. Nellie Kavenagh brought a suit yes- 
terday in the Federal Court against the 
Omaha Life Association, which Attorney K. 
M. Landis says is the forerunner of a num- 
ber of others. She sues for $2,000, the 
amount of the policy of her husband, who 
died last January. Mr. Landis said respect- 
ing the suit: 

**Mr. Kavenagh hada policy in the Mutual 
Life Association of Chicago. A month after 
his death the Mutual consolidated with the 
Omaha Life Association. The latter de- 
clines to pay the policy on the ground that 
it is not Hable for deaths that ogeurred prior 
to the consolidation.” >

Springfield, Ill., May 15.—[{Spectal.]~—The 
attention of Gov. Tanneg was ealled this 
evening to the efforts ing by a certain 
Chicago paper ‘to create the impression that 
he was seeking to claim the credit for the 
defeat of the Humphrey bills. The Governor 
had not seen these articies nor had he heard 
of them, but talked about the matter freely 
when their purport was explained to him. 

“I never have ciaiméd or sought to claim,” 
said the Govermor, ‘‘any credit for the de- 
feat of these bills.

JOIN TO DOWN ENGLAND, 


ANTI-BRITISH ALLIANCE ON TRANS- 
VAAL QUESTION FORMED. 
(ee a eee 

Is Announced Authoritatively That 
Germany, France, and Russia Are 
in League — Object Is to Compel 
Evacuation of Baypt and Make 
Transvaal Independent — Action 
Will Be Taken as Soon as the East- 
ern War Is Settled. 


Berlin, May 15.—{Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.}--The correspondent fn 
this city of the Associated Press is reliably 
informed that during the last week a def- 
inite understanding was perfected by which 
the Cabinets of Germany, France, and Rus- 
sia will soon reach the solution of the Egypt 
and Transvaal questions, and this will be 
done systematically in an anti-British sense 
As soon as the Greeco-Turkish trouble is 
settled the subject will be jointly taken 
up unless Great Britain in the meanwhile 
precipitates matters, in which case she will 
encounter the united open hostility of the 
three continental powers. 

The ultimate object of the agreement is 
to force the evacuation of Egypt and the 
nullification of the Pretoria convention of 
1886, and to put the Transvaal upon a per- 
fectly independent basis. France, in the 
seitlement of the peace conditions with 
Greece, ~will persistently side with Russia 
and Germany in spite of the strong current 
of public opinion to the contrary. 

Cabinet Crisis Adjusted. 

Both the bills proposed by the Imperial 
Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, one reform- 
ing the right of association and the other 
reforming the military trials procedure, are 
understood to have secured imperial ap- 
proval, and the Cabinet crisis is considered 
to have been adjusted for the time. 

The Reichstag and Diet, however, will 
hardly pase these measures this session, 
being tired out and anxious to adjourn at the 
end of the coming week. Besides, in the 
Diet the bills will meet with violent opposi- 
tion, owing to the agreement reached be- 
tween the Emperor and the officers of the 
German Colonial Society, of which the Duke 
Albrecht of Mecklenburg is President, that. 
at the annual meeting on June 12 at Munich 
a resolution will be passed to launch a thor- 
ough agitation throughout Germany In favor 
of enlarging the German navy, the aim 
being to equal in strength the navy of Rus- 
sia and to have a navy two-thirds the size 
of that of France. 

Mass-meetings for this purpose will be 
organized everywhere and the press will be 
utilized. It will be further proposed to make 
the naval @ppropriation of the Reichstag 
quinquennial, like those of the army. Sev- 
eral political meetings on the subject have 
already ben held, one of them being at 
Ruedesheim, at which the above program 
was adopted. 


William at a Sham Battle. 

During his sojourn at the Chateau Ur- 
ville, near Metz, this week, Emperor William 
was present at a big sham fight in the dis- 
trict of Gravelotte and Moulins. Several di- 
visions were engaged. During the opera- 
tions snow fell fast, but the Emperor, the 
Empress, and Prince Adelbert, the third son 
of thelr Majesties, watched the military 
movements throughout on horseback, with- 
out wraps, The Emperor also inspected the 
sites in the vicinity of Metz, upon whiche 
number of advanced forts will be built. He 
a in one instance on a change of loca- 
tion. 

His Majesty on his way to Wiesbaden paid 
a short visit to Strasburg today. The 
church belle were pealed, and salvos of artil- 
lery were fired, He was received at the rail- 
road station by Prince Hohenlohe-Langen- 
burg, the Governor of Alsace-Loraine, ac- 
companied by the Princess, his wife, The 
Emperor and the Empress, who were also 
with him on this. occasion, were heartily 
cheered by the people, and were escorted 
to the Governor's palace by a detachment 
of mounted rifles, the Emperor driving, with 
Prince Hohenlohe-Langenburg and the 
Empress occupying the carriage with the 
Princess. After lunch their Majesties pro- 
ceeded to Wiesbaden. 

High Treason Trial. 

A high treason trial in the imperial court 
at Leipsic this week brought out a number 
of sensational Getails. Depot Master Mein- 
ecke of the artillery of Metz was shown to 
have been for years past in close connection 
with French spies and especially with the 
French Police Commissioner Ismert and a 
coal dealer named Hanne of Montigny, to 
whom Meinecke sold all sorts of valuable 
material, such as new types of shells, fuses, 
bullets used with the new rifle, and lists of 
the plans for equipment and mobilization. 

Meinecke made enough money by this 
means to retire recently from the army. and 
live on the interest of the proceeds of his 
rascality. He was sentenced to six yeers 
and three months’ hard labor, with loss of 
civic honors for ten years. Two of the wit- 
nesses against Meinecke were high officers 
of the Minister of War, who obtained proofs 
of his guilt through a Paris correspondent. 


ROY 0. WEST'S AIM I$ NOT CONGRESS.

Aldrich Reviews the Opinion. 
Charles H. Aldrich, who represents the 
. erican Tobacco company in the case, said: 

Judge Gibbons’ decision is but the initial 
Step in litigation which must ultimately 
reach the Supreme Court of the United States 
and be decided by it. No injunction has been 
issued and none will be issued or be in force 
until the case has been determined by the 
highest court, Of course, the American To- 
bacco company does not expect that an in- 
junction will follow the decision which will 
be made by that court. 

“The questions involved are questions of 
the highést importance in constitutional law, 
and, as Judge Gibbons well said, bear upor 
the relations between the Statc and the Fed- 
eral Government, It was contended by the 
American Tobacco company that these ques- 
tions had in effect been decided by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the Bow- 
man, Leisly, and succeeding cases. Judge 
Gibbons in effect admits that these decisions 
are against the conclusions reached by him in 
the opinion handed down today, but he thinks 
the Supreme Court of the United States, as 
at present constituted, in making the de- 
cisions referred to, failed to correctly unJer- 
stand and interpret the decisions of Chief 
Justice Marshallin the case of Brown against 
Maryland. It will be somewhat remarkable 
if the Supreme Court of the United States is 
thus corrected by a Judge of the Circuit 
Court bench of Cook County, and reverses 
its rulirigs through a long series of years, be- 
cause Judge Gibbons points out it has been 
unable to understand the casc referred to.

G. F. Gail Isn’t Worrying. 

“I never cross a bridge until I get to it,” 
said G. F. Gail of the G. F. Gail company, 
*“‘and I suppose we shal! continue to handle 
the American Tobacco company’s goods un- 
til we receive a copy of a restraining order, 
anyhow. I have no doubt the officials of the 
company will be able to find a way to con- 
form to the law and the décisions of the 
court without serious inconvenience to it- 
self. The jobbers will leave it to fight the 
legal battles, confining themselves to dis- 
posing of the goods. 

‘“‘It has now been six weeks since the com- 
pany abolished its contract system of doing 
business .with jobbers, and I cannot see 
wherein ff cah be called a trust now. It is 
true ‘the capital of the company is large, 
and that it has bought out the business of 
many other tobacco and cigaret manu- 
facturers, but I suppose it is authorized to 
do all these things under the laws of New 
Jersey. It is alleged it has acquired the 
business of companies doing 95 per cent 
of the cigaret business, but since the con- 
tract system has been abandoned we are 
not bound to confine ourselves to the ‘ trust’ 
goods, but can buy and sell any we please, 
and the prices at which we sell are fixed by 
ourselves.”’ 

Heegaard Gives His Views. 

W. H. Heegaard said: ‘‘ I cannot see how 
the American Tobacco company is more ofa 
trust than the Standard Oil company, It is 
an incorporated concern. It certainly has 
absorbed many other companies engaged in 
the manufacture of both cigarets and plug 
and smoking tobacco, and it continues to 
buy up tobacco companies that are pur- 
chaseable. It retains the trademarks and 
mame of the old companies on the goods, 
but does the business under its own name. 
4 Sinoe the contract system has been aban- 
doned we are free to buy cigarets and to- 
bacecos from anybody we please and to sell 
at any price we choose to place uppn the 
goods.

Predicts a Revolution Unless Govern- 
ment Is More Honestly Adminis- 
tered and Politics Less Cerrupt.

League last evening ex-P 
John Wanamaker made a startling speech 
upon the political and, industrial outlook. 
He said: 

“I believe thie gathering at this time, 
when the air is full of patriotism, will stand 
as a proof or a pledge that the battle begun 
nearly two years ago is etill in progress and 
going on without limit of time, strengti, and 
money until the foes of good government 
are. compelled to ground their arms. The 
country is not prosperous. Since the outset 
of the last Presidential campaign the party 
press and political leaders generally fixed . 
the November eléction of 1896 as the date of 
the beginning of good times. A good half 
of the year has expired since the will of the 
Republican party was declared. Thus far 
but one of the important issyves of the cam- 
‘paign is nearing settlement, and hardly any 
noticeable improvement of the wretched 
times is manifest. 

* The tide will soon get in strongly arainst 
the Republican party unless the depression 
of business is altered. Idlemess and want 
breed a bitter discontent, which will never 
be overcome until there are ample employ- 
ments. The foes América have to fear are 
not the sullen, savage Turke, nor the in- 
turrectionists of Cuba, nor the territory- 
grasping British, but they afe our own pa- 
tient and heart-tired people, our own suffer- 
ing, much-promised people, who, betrayed 
and disheartened, no longer have faith in 
their party, and will turn to any leaderships 
that offer promise of better times, bel‘eving 
‘hat worse times can never come than those 
existing. It is a terrible thing to observe 
public sentiment adrift and uncaptained, 
and the people sweeping away from ‘heir 
affection to the old party. 

“The young men are growing up indiffer- 
ent to Republican principles, with no re- 
mpect for parties of broken platforms who 
use national and State patronage in pay- 
ment of election contracts. The political 
religion of the Nation is falling lower and 
lower, under the reekless daring of un- 
scrupulous bosseg. There are immeasurable 
depths of misfortune for this Nation and 
State if the continued use of corporation and 
public moneys and the dispensation of Fed- 
eral and State patronage continue to be 
controlled in the interest of officeholders 
to hold office for themselves and to benefit 
those who desire to keep government con- 
tracts or maintain particular protections*® 
through the money given by which elections 
are decided 

“There will most assuredly come a day 
when there will be a mighty revolt and re- 
sistance, resulting in a revolution that will 
give birth to @ new political party. Laws 
continually despised and disregarded, legis- 
lation conceived for blackmailing purposes, 
speculation by public officials in trust and 
other stocks While tariffs and other finan- 
cial bills are pending, muet eurely and 
irrevocably alienate the people from their 
party and awaken a disposition and ces- 
peration to substitute almost any wild and 
untried leadership with the hope of a possi- 
ble relief. 

* From some points of view it might seem 
there was not much to be done except to 
It will be ho easy task to 
undo the shackles which have grown upon 
us with the growth of years. There is no 
short cut across the field to victory.” 


SIGNS THE NEW CIVIL SBRYICE LAW. 


Gov. Black Approves of Lexow’s 
“ Starchless”’ Bill—Takes a Slap at 
Carl Schurz in So Doing. 


Albany, N. Y¥., May 15.—{Special.]—Gov. 
Black has signed the bill amending the civil 
service law, which has been known ever 
since its introduction by Sé@nator Lexow as 
**the starchless civfl service bill.” In his 
annual message to the Legislature Gov. 
Black said that some of the starch shouid 
be taken out of the civil service law. Fol- 
lowing out this suggestion, the bill was 
drafted and passed, and today received the 
executive approval. 

The new law provides that the merit of 
applicants shall be determined by examina- 
tion conducted by the Civil Service Com- 
missioners. No rating higher than 50 per 
centum shall be given any person, the mini- 
mum to be determined by rules and regula- 
tions to be established by officials having 
the power of appointment and promotion. 
The fitness of applicants certified as eligible 
for appointment shall be determined by the 
person having the power of appointment, and 
the rating obtained upon the examination for 
fitness shall be added by him or them to the 
rating given to each applicant certified to be 
eligible for merit, 

The Governor files a lengthy memorandum 
in which he says: 

‘‘Many wise and fair-minded citizens are 
opposed to this measure, but their opposi- 
tion has been expressed. with thoughtfulness 
and candor. Their opinions have had great 
weight with me, and I am reluctant to d!s- 
agree with their conclusions. The bill has 
also been savagely attacked by those who 
are neither wise nor fair-minded. These at- 
tacks proceed from sources in which the 
public long since~ ceased to confide. For 
this latter class I have no respect. It is 
composed mainly of the disappointed and 
unsuccessful, &ided now and then by some 
decrepit figure, who, having once enjoyed the 
rewards and betrayed the confidence of his 
party, is now anxious to explain and justify 
that betrayal.” 

This reference is to Carl Schurz. 
Mr. Black continues: 

“This justification, when reduced to a 
sediment, consists of the statement that all 
public officerga are dishonest and should rot 
be trusted. his conclusion is probably 
natural if based upon the character and con- 
duct of those who reach it. 

“The American public is long-suffering 
and kind, but it despises those who hope by 
slandering others to postpone for a day their 
own departure into complete obscurity. 

“TIT am in favor of an honest and efficient 
civil service, and will support any law that 
seems likely to prodaice that result. The Re- 
publican party is pledged to that course, 
but that party not only favors an honest re- 
sult, but it algo favors reaching it in an 
honest way. 

“ The people of this coufitry recently wit- 
nessed the wholesale removal of trusted 
officials in govérnment employ and the fill- 
ing of their places with favored friends of 
different political faith. This maneuver 
was followed by putting the places thus filled 
under the protection of civil service rules. 
This outrage was hicknaméd “ Civil Service 
Reform," and has been praised and justified 
by every hysterical assailant of the Lexow 
bill. This fact alone should dispose of their 
sincerity, for fhey knew it was not reform, 
but rank party politics under a pretense 
meant to decéive. 

“No man in his private business could 
hope to succeed if he selected his help in 
accordance with the present civil service 
rules. No man in his priv&te business ever 
does so select. Yét it is universally admit- 
ted that public and private business should 
be conducted as nearly as possible upon thé 
same basis.” 

The act, the Governor says, makes a proper 
and necessary modification of the law.

ORS TO BRING SUIT.

Suggests That the 30 Per Cent Who 
Were Left Out in the Cold in the 
Settlement with E. B. Warren Send 
Their Claims te Attorney Morris 
and Empower Him to Institute Aec- 
tion Against the American Trust 


and Savings Bank. 


——— 


S. A. Kean, head of the defunct banking 
firm of 8S. A. Kean & Co., is endeavoring 
to get those of the depositors in his insti- 
tution who never received a cent on their 
claims to ¢ombine and bring sult against 
the American Trust and Savings Bank, 
which acted as partial guarantor for Ever- 
ett B. Warren, who settled with 70 per cent 
of the depositors at the rate of 85 cents on 
the dollar aceording toa contract made with 
Keay after the failure. 

Kean has issued a circular letter to. the 30 
per cent of depositors who never came in 
for a share of the assets, advising them to 
take their claims to Attorney Joseph O. 
Morris and empower him to bring suit 
against the bank. <A cross bill already has 
been filed by Kean’s attorneys, but the de- 
positors thus far are shy. 

After the failure of the bank 6@n Dec. 17, 
1800, Kean ang Warren made a contract 
by which, it is said, Warren was to advance 
enough money to pay 70 per cent of the cred- 
itors 35 per cent of their claims, and, after 
reserving to himself a commission, was to 
turn over the balance of the assets, if there 
were any left, to four trustees. They, in 
turn, were to realize as much as possible 
on the property and pay the remaining 30 
per cent of depositors at the same rate as 
the others—viz.: 35 per cent of the amount 
due them from the bank. 


Questjon as to the Assets. 


; Warren acted as receiver, oniy his ap- 
pointment was made by Kean through a 
contract. The difference between the re- 
gmaining depositors and Kean and the Amer- 
jcan Trust and Savings Bank and Warren 
is whether Warren had any of the bank’s 
assets left, which, according to his con- 
tract, he was to turn over to the four trust- 
ees, It is claimed by the bank and Warren 
that the only assets yet in Warren's posses- 
sion are titles to land involved in the Lake- 
Front and McKee scrip litigation, on which 
it is extremely hasy if anything ever can 
be realized. 

The only connection by the bank, it is 
claimed, now that Warren has divided 
among the depositors all the available as- 
sets, is as a guarantor of the duty he has 
already performed. Warren, who is em- 
ployed as an expert by a Minneapolis lum- 
ber company, still is a party.to the contract 
made with Kean, but even if the assets left 
were available it is said the affairs of the 
bank are so tied up in litigation with a few 
of the depositors he could not distribute 
them if he wished. , 


Turned Over to Warren. 


Kean made his first assignment to B: F. 
Jacobs on Dec. 17, 1890. Jacobs adminis- 
tered the assets till July 24, 1891, when, by 
the petition of the majority of the creditors 
in number and account, the court ordered 
Jacobs to assign all the property to Warren, 
who, under a contract with Kean, was to 
make a settlement with 70 per cent of the 
creditors. 

The four trustees to whom Warren was to 


turn over the remainder of the assets, rr [ 


there was a remainder, were Henry B. Hat- 
field, F. W. Ganse, F. L. Wean, and W. P. 
Fennell. As Warren claims to have had no 
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availabie assets left and lit 

him from turning over thos ah g Regia 
available, the four trustees méever have been 
called upon to act. The amount paid by 
Warren to the depositors ig sald to have 
been about $200,000, and the 80 per cent of 
the creditors who are still left im the finan- 
cial cold lay claim to about $100,000 more. 

Among the creditors who refused to agree 
to accept 85 per cent was Jerome Howe, & 
Winona banker. He secured an. injunction 
against Warren, as did a fumber of the other 
creditors. Howe's suit ip the furthest ad- 
vanced, and it is im view of the decision. of 
this that Kean says he has sent out the cir- 
cular to the depositors, 

Attorney Joseph O. Morris, to whom Kean 
advises the creditors to take their claims, 
said yesterday: 

“ The claims of the unpaid depositors range 
from §10,000—that of Bishop Taytor, the 
Methodist Bishop in Africa—down to trifling 
sums. The claim of the Bishop is for mis- 
sionary funds deposited in the bank.” 

Gilbert G. Shaw, President of thé American 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: 

“ Our bank never got any of Kelin's assets, 
and has none of them now. Weand Warren 
are entirely different parties. Warren was 
never a clerk in our bank. When he en- 
tered imto this contract im regard to the 
Kean assets and creditors he was a clerk 
with the West Pullman Lumber company. 
He was a married man, probably 40 years 
old.. He has not lived in Chicago for five 
years. He is employed by a Minneapclis 
lumber company and is engaged in inspect- 
ing lumber all over Minnesota. 

“ The way our bank got mixed up in this 
matter was by guaranteeing Warren's per- 
formance of his contract. If there is any 
money missing we are responsible for it. 
But the truth is Warren paid out all he got 
and was left without anything to pay his 
commissions or even to pay his outlay for 
stamps. : 

** As to this circular, I have geen it before. 
It is usually accompanied with another, from 
Morris, Ganse & Cralg, informing the cred- 
itor that if he would send Mr. Morris an as- 
Signment of his claim an@ a $3 fee he would 
give attention to the claim.”’ 


DUFFIN IS BACKED BY INDIANA, 


He Will Be Pushed for the Presidency 
of the National Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association, 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 15.—{Special.)— 
Charles R. Duffin, whom the Indiana Divis- 
ion of the Travelers’ Protective Association 
at their recent convention decided to place 
in nomination for National President at the 
convention in Nashville next month, is '38 
years old. He has beemtraveling in Western 
Indiana and Eastern Illinois for thirteen 
years for a clothing house. He became a 
member of the association in March 1892, 
wher there were less than 2,000 members in 
the country. He was President of Post G of 
this city, which was organized that yeer, 
and which went to the State convention 
forty-three days after its organization with 
a-membership of 181.. At the end of its first 
year it had 808 members, which made it the 
largest post in the Unted States. At the end 
of the second year, which was the end of 
Duffin’s administration as President, it had 
345 members.

\ By-Laws and Preliminary -Organization 
were appointed to report at tomorrow's 
meeting. de 

James A. Hogan of the quarrymen pre- 
sided, and a general discussion was had as 
to the work to be accomplished by*the pro- 
posed organization. The opinion prevailed 
that effort should be along the lines of con- 
cillating rather than antagonizing the ine™m- 
bers of the different unions represented 
among the employés, but that the time had 
come when it was highly necessary that 
some organization should be effected look- 
ing to the protection of the employers’ in- 
terests. An especial effort will be made to 
do away with sympathetic strikes, which 
are considered the cause of much inconven- 
jenee and loss to employers and contractors. 

But while it Is the purpose of the proposed 
Organization not to be of an antagonistic 
character, it will be prepared, should tlie oc- 
casion arise, to firmly oppose what it may 
consider any unjust demands of the building 
trades. 

Thirteen union painters struck on the Og- 
den avenue viaduct yesterday morning ow- 
ing to the fact thea four non-union painters 
were employed on the structure. Business 
Agent Vaughn called the men off, and sub- 
sequently went before the. Civil Service 
Commission and charged that the four non- 
union painters had been carrying away ma- 
terial furnished by the city. Inasmuch as 
the strikers are all civil service men, a new 
question arises for the consideration of the 
board. 

The Painters’ Union also protested against 
the continued employment of.two non-union 
painters in the Police Department, ani re- 
ceived assurances from Chief Kipley that 
the matter would be looked into. 

There were no new developments ‘n the 
plumbers’ strike except that men were sent 
by the Plumbers’ Union to St. Louis and 
Indianapolis to call strikes on buildings 
where work is being done by Chicago.mas- 
ter plumbers.

Chairman of the Judicial committee ts the 
unsuccessful rival of the néw Modérator. 

In addition to the special and standing 
committees there are thirty-one committees 
on Synodical Records. Each standing com- 
mittee consists of eleveh mifhisters and ten 
elders and éach committee on synodical 
records of four ministers and three elders. 
With this large number of committees and 
the large membership of éach committee 
every one of these Commissioners received 
an office and a great deal more work than 
most of them caré to undertake. 

The topic which causes the greatest heat 
every year is temperance. Usually an aft- 
érnoon or evening is given up to this subject 
and sometimes it is carried into a second 
session. A large number of the Commis- 
sioners are prohibitionist@# and they try 
to swing the assembly in favor of total 
abstinence for the individual and prohibi- 
tion for the Nation. Two years ago at Pitts- 
burg thé assembly went so far as to declare 
that the time had come when Christian men 
should make their influence felt directly 
and with power at the baliot box, and all 
Presbyterian voters were urged to vote 
against the granting of licenses for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. The Commissioners 
also declared by an overwhelming vote that 
as there is a well-grounded belief that dan- 
ger iles in the use of fermented wine at 
the communion table it was the sense of the 
assembly that unfermented fruit of the 
vine fulfills every condition In the celebra- 
tion of the sacrament. 

Last year the assembly was more conserv- 
ative, but declared that since “ intemper- 
ance is one of the greatest obstacies to the 
evangelization of the world the church 
should use every agency within its powér 
to educate the rising generation in the true 
principles of gospel temperance; should 
seek to arouse the conscience of all within 
its influence to the evils of intemperance; 
should insist on enforcing all laws that tend 
to restrain and control this gigantic sin, 
and encourage by all proper means the 
growth of a healthy public sentiment and 
thereby bring/about such changes in the 
law as will tend to destroy this great evil, 
and that it is the privilege and duty of the 
church to use every agency in Tis power— 
moral, educational, and legal—to accomplish 
this purpose, but that it should ever be 
remembered that the mightiest weapon God 
has placed in the hands of the church for 
the pulling down of its tremendous strong- 
hold of sin is the glorious gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 


Want to Unite Factions. 


The spirit of reunion ie again in the air, and 
the younger men in thé Northern church 
and in the Southern church alike are will- 
ing to discuss a reunited church, so far as 
North and South are concerned, and the lay- 
men of Louisville have secured scores of 
signatures to the following resolution, which 
is to be presented to both assemblies: 

Resolved, (hat we earnestly favor the union 
of the two branches of the Presbyterian Church 
commonly known as the Northern and Southern 
branches; that we deplore the present state of 
separation, and believe that ft is an obstacle to 
the progress of Christianity and injurious to that 
body of Christians which adheres to the Presby- 
terian faith. That in the interest of the kingdom 
of Christ and for its advancement we are will- 
ing and heartily desire to see a union of the two 
branches, being willing to consider only the pres- 
ent and future good of the church, and in this 
spirit we urge and recommend our brethren in 

all our churches as individuals and officers, and 
in the ‘capacity of sessions and presbyteries, to 
have such steps taken at the coming spring meet- 
ings as will bring about action upon ths subject 
at the next meetings of the General Assemblies. 

Action will be taken this year upon the 
adoption of the Westminster Standards, 
which were reported to the British Parlia- 
ment in 1647 and adopted the following year. 
In view of that fact the following action by 
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ARSAW, Ind., May 15.—[{Special.]— 
The General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United 
States of America will meet at 
Winona Park, two miles from this 
place, next Thursday, May 20, to discuss 
questions of national and international im- 
portance, for Presbyterianism is world-wide 
in ite constituency. While there are those 
who trace Presbyterian principles back to 
the Apostles of the New Testament times 
and even to Abraham, if not to Adam, it Is 
&® matter of historical record that the West- 
minster Confession of Faith, the acknow)- 
edged symbol of this important body, was 
adopted 250 years ago. The Southern As- 
sembly has prepared an elaborate program 
in connection with its meeting in North 
Carolina this year, but the Northern As- 
sembly apparently overlooked the fact that 
this was the proper year in which to com- 
memorate the completion of the Confession 
of Faith and the Catechisms of the Presby- 
terian Church. , 

The first question of importance in the 
meeting of the General Assembly is the 
selection of Moderator, as the presiding 
officer is called. While the candidates are 
not as thick as the leaves at Vallambrosa 
they include an ex-President of the United 
States, an ex-Postmaster-Genéral, a theo- 
logical seminary professor, and pastors and 
home missionaries of greater or less na- 
tional reputation. For several years during 
the heresy trials of Prof. Briggs and Prof. 
Smith, the conservative party was in. con- 
trol, and no man whose theological opinions 
would not have satisfied John Calvin or John 
Knox were satisfactory fo the majority. The 
liberals sometimes decline@ to nominate a 
candidate, voting for the one selected by 
the conservatives who seemed less ultra 
than his competitor, who, it must be added, 
was always successful. 

Last year, however, there was a change in 
the temper of the assembly and the Rev. 
Dr. John Lansing Withrow of Chicago, 
while nominated by a conservative pastor 
and supported by many of the strongest men 
in, that party, was elected, and he showed 
such an extremely kindly spirit towards 
those who had been in the minority that it 
was impossible at times to tell where his 
theological bias, in.case he had one, lay. He 
fulfilled all of the promises made in his be- 
half by Dr. John R. Davies of New York, 
IANOS. who placed him in nomination. The open- 
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MONG the numerous railroad inven- 
tions of récent years there are few 
from which the public is beginning ic 
get more benefit than the new electric 
headlight. Although designed and 

put in use entirely for the assistance of 
the locomotive engineers, this recently per- 
fected device is yet indirectly of the greates} 
aid to the traveling public, for the speed 
and safety of all trains drawn by éngines 
using it are greatly increased. -In the same 
way as the interlocking switch and the 
air brake, it is marking an important step 
forward in the art of railroading. 

One night not long ago a way freight train 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
road was ordered to stop on a small siding 
near Indianapolis and let the through night 
express go by. This was done as usual, and 
the freight was just pulling out into the 
main track again, when the.engineer noticed 
a bright glare on the clouds in the direction 
in which he was starting. He was positive 
it was the reflection of the light frém an 
electric headlight approaching, although 
there was no train due for along time. Silil 
the conviction was so strong that he re- 
versed his engine and slowly shoved his 
heavy train back to the siding again. He 
was right, and none too soon, for his engine 
was barely “in the clear’ before the second 
section of the express rounded the curve and 
shot past: at-a rate which would have tele- 
scoped both trains if they had met head on. 
There had been some mistake made in the 
train dispatcher’s office that evening, and 
the freight train had hot been notified that 
the express was in two sections. This is one 
of the most striking of the many services of 
the electric headlight. 


Searchlight on an Engine. 

A searchlight on the front of a locomotive 
~that is what the electric headlight Is. It 
is made by 4 small steam turbine with a lit- 
tle dynamo built on the same‘shaft, and the 
whole tucked away on the front of the en- 
gine. The light comes from an ordinary aro 
lamp mechanism put in the headlight case 
instead of the old oil burner. Thrown for- 
ward by the reflector behind, the light from 
this electric lamp strikes down the track in 
front of the engine, so that objects hundrede 
of yards away can be seen as well at night 
aa in the daytime. For running a fast train 
through the country, the engineers say, it 
is worth as much to them as the air brake. 

Everybody remembers how, in World's 
Fair times, it was claimed the reflection on 
the sky from the huge searchlight on the 
Manufactures Building was seén in Mil- 
waukee. That was a much bigger and more 
powerful light than those now being used 
for headlights, but the effects in railroad 
work of the new device are; toa less degree, 
the same. At three-quarters of a mile dis- 
tant from the cab the engineer can see even 
the gates, culverts, and objects as small 
eas a hog alongside the frack. THere is a 
record of a man who read a manifolded train 
order by holding it toward the light of an 
engine two and a half miles away. 

For regular running work engineers de- 
clare the track is an open book to them 
even on the darkest nights for from half 
to three-quarters of a mile,. Stock on the 
track, fallen trees, washouts, and the like 
are constantly being discovered ih time to 
eave serious accidents. In rounding curves 
the light sweeps across the bluffs at the 
side of the way, and the engineers say they 
often see the eyes of rabbits and smal! ani- 
mals a considerable distance away in the 
woods glit & like rubiesin the light from .

Connected with Chicago Gas Weak- 
ens These Stécks—Selling of Sugar

New York, May 15.—Chicago has at times 
figured rather conspicuously in the stock 
market during this week.’ We have had dull- 
hess relieved by small show of activity any- 
where, but off and on Chicago has spurted 
into the ket. Wall street attention has 
been heid largely by what has been going on 
in Illinois Legislature. The defeat of 
the Humphrey bill on Wednesday came as 
a surprise and had the effect of knocking 
down the general stock market—more es- 

lally Chicago Gas. 
Fer Mb reason Wall street has been for 
a long time past committed to the idea that 
the gas consolidation bill and the Humphrey 
street railway propositions were closely 
fdentified one with the other, and anything 
interfering with one must be an interfer- 
ence with the other. Thus when Wednes- 
day’s vote knocked out the Yerkes bill the 
speculators on the Stock Exchange jumped 
.@t once to the conclusion that the relict 
sought by the Chicago Gas property was 
similarly sure to be denied. Chicago Gas 
‘stock yielded. 
Protestations Unavaliling. 

Friends of the property here—the most 
conspicuous financiers interested’ in it— 

were emphatic in their protests that the two 
pilin were widely separated in principle, had 
nothing in common, and that the defeat of 
Mr. Yerkes was not to be construed as inany 
way affecting Chicago Gas consolidation 
bill. prospects. None the less considerable 
Jong stock was sold, while professional 
traders on the Stock Exchange went heavi- 

ort. 
af y™ the claim of the gas trust crowd that 
even if the consolidation bill be defeated, 
Chicago Gas-interests from the investors’ 
standpoint are not injured. Consolidation, 
they point out, would enable the properties 
to effect economies which would be equal to 
‘more than 1 per cent upon Chicago Gas cap- 
ital stock, but the 6 per cent the property 
now pays in dividends is, they insist, more 
than earned, a surplus going to the profit 
account every month. It is also officially 
said that the earnings of the gas companies 
are largely increasing, the gain in output 
d the last sixty days averaging some- 
thing like 15 per cent, with the first ten days 
of May showing an increase of close to 20 
per cent. 

A safe 6 per cent stock with revenues in- 
creasing is, they aver, worth more than the 
price at which Chicago Gas now sells in the 
market. Moreover, information given out 
by insiders represents that a very large 
amount of Chicago Gas stock has been ab- 
sorbed by bona fide investors since New 
Years, and less speculative stock is now 
afloat than ever in the history of the prop- 
erty.

WESTERN LINES ARE WATCHING THE

just closed at St. Louis. In timing the sprint 
and relay races a box twenty-six feet long 
by eighteen inches wide, supported on posts, 
was placed across and above the track, in- 
side of which were two sets of wires. One 
of-these ran from the top of the box to an 
insulated attachment in the ground and 
formed a sart of gateway at the end of euch 
running path. 

Between these wires, which were so ar- 
ranged that there were two for each path, 
four feet apart, a cardboard tube was place 
The other set of wires, six in number, t 
correspond with the number of paths and 
gates, was connected with six telegraph 
relays, which in turn were connected with 
a storage battery and. with marking devices. 

On the table where the relays stood and 
in front of them were six rolls of tape which 
were impelled by a small motor. The tapes 
ran between brass plates under an inking 
tape and the markers, the latter being con- 
nected with a chronometer as well as with 
the relays. The pistol which the starter 
used was connected with a wire running 
through the relays. The rate at which the 
tape moved was regulated to correspond 
with the ticking of the clock, which in this 
case was once every two seconds, the tape 
accordingly moving two inches in that space 
of time. With every tick of the clock the 
“markers struck the tapes and made a black 
mark. 

When the pistol was fired an additional 
mark was made on the tapes, and when a 
man pushed the cardboard tubes from be- 
tween the wires at the end of his running 
path another mark was made. All that was 
necessary in order to determine the time was 
to count the two-second marks and measure 
the distance between the nearest of these 
and the starting and stopping marks. The 
size of the fraction depended entirely upon 
the kind ofa rule used. 

This arrangement gave the emact time of 
each of six men, and its possibilities with re- 
gard to numbers is unlimited. 

In the bicycle races the gatelike arrange- 
ment could not, of course, be used. Instead, 
a wire was placed across the track one-quar- 
ter of an inch above the ground which made 
a record on the tape every time a wheel 
pressed it down. 

This apparatus was arranged and operated 
by A. Ramel, assistant tn the observatory 
of Washington University, and its working 
was highly praised by the Turners. 


Germany’s Cotton and Woe! Imports. 

Germany imported cotton last year to the 
value of 217,000,000 marks. The total value 
of the wool imports reached 286,000,000 
marks. 


New Style of Advertising. 
A Birmingham (Eng.) tradesman has 


turned loose in the streets a pair of herons 
with advertisements attached to them. 
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By the acquisition of the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis the Illinois Central would seeure 
a direct ilne between Chicago and St. Paul 
and acquire also a direct outlet from the 
Northwest to New Orleans. It has now an 
excellent line from Chicago to Lyle, Ia, via 
Freeport, IiL, a distance of 355 miles. To 
secure direct connection with the Minneap- 
olis and St. Louis the Illinois Central would 
have to construct about twenty-five miles of 
new road from Lyle, Ia., to Albert Lea. The 
distance from Albert Lea to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis by the Minneapolisand St. Louis 
is 108 miles, which would make the distance 
by the new route from Chicago to St. Paul 
488 miles. The distance by the Rock [sland’s 
Albert Lea route is 520 miles; by the Chicago 
and Northwestern, 419 miles; by the Chi- 
cago Great Western, 431 miles, and by the 
(chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 42) miles. 

Many times during the last few years it 
has been rumored that the Illinois Central 
contemplated the construction of an exten- 
sion from Lyle to St. Paul, but this scheme 
has dropped out of sight since the Rock 
island relinquished control of the Minneap- 
olis and St. Louis and it was secured by the 
old bondholders. It is stated that when the 
bondholders secured the road under foreclos- 
ure proceedings two or three years ago they 
had in mind the sale of the property to the 
Illinois Central, and itis stated that negotia- 
tions to that end have been in progress ever 
since. For this reason the report of the ac- 
quisition of the property by the Lllinois Cen- 
tral it is believed is true. 


BLUF? LINE ROAD IS REORGANIZED. 


Articles of Ineorporation of the St. 
Louis, Chicago and Springfield 
Road Filed at Springfield. 


Springfield, Ill., May 15.—Articles of in- 
corporation of the organization of the St. 
Louis, Chieago and St. Pau! railroud com- 
pany were filed today in the office of the 
County Recorder of Deeds. It is propesed 
to operate a road from East St. Louis 
through the Counties of St. Clair and Madi- 
son, through Alton to Lock Haven, Jersey 
County; thence north to Jerseyville, thence 
northeast through the Counties of Jersey, 
Macoupin, Morgan, and Sangamon,’ to 
Springfield; with a branch from Lock Haven 
to Grafton, In Jerseyville County, and with 
power to purchase the St. Lou!s, Alton and 
Springfield and St. Louis, Chicago and St. 
Paul railroads, recently sold under a decree 
of goreclosure of mortgages and deeds of 
trust, entered in the Circuit Court of Sanga- 
mon County, Dec. 22, 1896. 

The principal office is to be maintained at 
Springfield; the duration of the corporation 
is fifty years, and the capital stock is $1,500,- 
000. The first Board of Directors are: 
Charles.&. Kimball, William H, Hale, and 
George D. Mumford, all of New York City;

TO ADJUST SUMMER TOURIST RATES. 


Chairman Caldwell Calls a Meeting to 
Prevent Missouri Pacific from 
Acting Independently. 


The question of summer tourist rates, over 
which the Western railroads have been 
squabbling for several weeks, will probably 
be settled at a meeting of the Western Pas- 
senger Association to be held im St. Louls on 
Wednesday. 

The main obstacle in the way of an agree- 
ment has been the inability to agree on tour- 
ist rates to Colorado points. The Missouri 
Pacific has become tired of waiting, and pro- 
poses to put in tourist rates to Colorado 
points without waiting for concerted action 
by the other roads. When the Missouri 
PacifiC made announcement of this fact 
Chairman Caldwell at once called a meeting 
to consider the whole matter, and to agree 
upon a plan of making summer tourist rates, 
effective June 1, by all roads. 

Chairman Caldwell has also asked the 
roads to signify their wishes in regard to 
making a one-fare rate for the round-trip, 
plus $2 for the convention of the Epworth 
League at Toronto, July 15 to 18. 


Inland Lakes Line to Be Built. 

Waukegan, Ill., May 15.—[Special.]—People 
in the western part of Lake County were ex- 
cited this week by the appearance of railroad 
men going over the route surveyed last year 
for the Wisconsin and Inland Lakes railroad 
from Chicago to Wilmot, is. The men 
said the road was going to be built this year, 
which news is strengthened by the fact that 
the company recently was incorporated in 
Wisconsin. 


Brochure Devoted to Green Lake. 

A handsome little brochure, devoted to a 
spicy description of Green Lake, one of 
Wisconsin’s favorite summer resorts, has 
just been issued by the Chicago and North- 
western railway. It is printed in dark green 
ink on green tinted paper, and covered with 
a peculiarly embossed paper of a different 
shade of green. The illustrations are highly 
artistic. 


Duluth and Winnipeg Road Sold. 

West Superior, Wis., May 15.—Property of 
the Duluth and Winnipeg railroad in Doug- 
las County was this afternoon sold on mort- 
gage foreclosure, being bid in for $475,629 by 
a representative of the bondholders. It is 
supposed Jim Hill is thus given a hold of the 
Peter White interest. 


Chicago & Northern Pacific Earnings. 

The net earnings of the Chicago and North- 
ern Pacific for the month of March was 
$55,291, am increase of $4,233 over the same 
month in 1896. Theoperating expenses show 
a decrease of $866 for the same time. 


NOVELTIES IN THE BICYCLE WORLD. 


Adjustable Frame Bar for Tandems— 
Name Plates—New Apparatus for 
Drinking While on the Road. 


The latest improvement on tandems is an 
adjustable bar in the frame which converts 
a diamond frame to a frame for women 
cyclists. It is the top bar, which attaches 
horizontally if a gentleman wishes to ride 
or can be taken out and adjusted at an 
angle, the back end of the bar being affixed 
to the lower end of the saddle bar for a lady. 
The tandem is an expensive machine and 
this adjustment makes it suitable for two 
women, two men, or a woman and her escort. 

There are a great many novelties for bicy- 
cle riders being made in sterling silver. 
Some of them are for parts of the wheel, 
others for the convenience of the riders, es- 
pecially on long rides. Among the parts of 
the machine which help to make a woman’s 
wheel handsomer are the self-locking neme 
plates of silver, engraved as fully as de- 
sired. This cannot be taken off by a thief 
unless it is filed off. It fits around the front 
bar and has a heavy chased margin. Some 
are made in gold. 

Handles, or grips, are made in either cork 
or celluloid, heavily mounted tn silver or 
gold. The ends are often set with amethyst 
or topaz. They may be had in ivory to order 
and set around with pearls or any other 
stone desired. 

The tool-bag plate is shown in a modest lit- 
tle size, to be marked similarly to the name 
plate of the machine. 

A solid silver cyclometer of the finest make 
comes in a fine plush and satin case and no 
doubt keeps more accurately the number 
of miies traveled than an ordinary nickel- 
plated one. 

The newest arrangement for drinking any- 
thing anywhere is the drinking tube. This 
has the appearance of two small spoon 
bewls perforated all over and fastened to- 
gether so that they form a small flat-sided 
ball, the handle being a hollow tube with a 
hole in the upper end through which one 
may drink from a spring by the roads‘de 
or a stream of water. This may be an im- 
provement over a straw or the hand, but it 
is a dainty person indeed who will take the 
trouble of carrying one of these ornamental 
affairs on a bicycle trip. 

The combination of comb and brush in 
one is perhaps the most useful of anything 
a cycler can carry. This is made in tortoise 
shell with the usual silver back, but there 
are shell teeth only half way down the comb. 
In the other half are set stiff bristles some- 
what like those in a tooth brush, which serve 
for a brush.

MOUNTAIN OBSERVATORIES. 


Highest of All Is the Misti, Which 
Stands Nearly Twenty Thousand 
Feet Above the Sea—Others at a Less 
Height Possess Equal Interest—Dit- 
ficultics and Hardships Encoun- 
tered and Strange Conditions Found 
im Their Establishment. 


ABHINGTON, D. C., May 12.—

The highest meteorological observatory in 
the world has been located by the Harvard 
College Observatory~ expedition on the 
mountain peak known as E! Misti, one of the 
Andes, whose height is 19,200 feet, or 4,800 
feet higher than Pike’s Peak in the United 
States. Among the more interesting are the 
observatories on the Sonnblick, in Austria, 
and the Santis, which are under the control 
of the Potsdam Astrophysical Observatory, 
one of the most noted in Europe. Then 
there is the observatory on the ever famous 
Mont Blanc, which represents perhaps some 
of the most daring work ever accomplished 
by the devotees of science. The first of 
these observatories referred to, that on the 
Misti, is one of a series of Harvard stations. 
It is only possible to take observations from 
it during portions of the year, as in January 
and February the mountain is covered with 
enormous quantities of snow. 


Conditions on the Misti. 


Wind always blows on the Misti at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour and the temperature 
ranges from 88° above to zere. The ascent

hindrances is obvious the alr is of great 
purity. Nearly all the summer sunsets are 
cloudiess. The sky is a deep orange near the 
horizon and shades off through the pris- 
matic colots in a .vertical circle to the pure 
upper blue. The phenomena of an average 
summer day occur about ag follows: 

The sun rises in a ciear sky and no clouds 
are visible during the entire twenty-four 
hours. The days are warm, though not op- 
pressive, because of the dryness of the at- 
mosphere. The vision during the day is 
usually unsteady on account of air currents 
which rise from the neighboring cafions and 
from the heated rocks immediately bordering 
the plateau of thesummit. The ‘large Valley 
of Santa Clara lies all day long in the ardent 
sunshine. Late in the afternoon the sea fog 
begins to creep in through the various gaps 
in the coast range which borders the Santa 
Clara Yalley on the west and to come to- 
wards the north from Monterey Bay through 
the Valley of Pajara River. A local fog from 
the Bay of San Francisco often sends its 


thinner veils towards the south, but seldom 
sends as far south as Gilroy, where the Mon- 
terey fog is entering. 

Fog Rises in the Afternoon. 


Up to this time the fogs are low lying.

It is a story of hardship, starva- 
tion, and deadly peril that have befa!len men 
who have labored on and on in the Interests 
of science. 

It shows that much of the information con- 
cerning the heavenly bodies of which one 
reads is gained under circuthstances and at 
heights which would fill one with awe if he 
only knew the real truth. It tells how sci- 
entists find wonderful facts above the clouds. 
Prof. Holden's object in inditing this work 
is to outline the conditions suitable for as- 
troncmical labor at high levels. It tells of 
the work of the Harvard College expedition 
on El Misti, that stands 19,200 feet above the 
sea’s level. It describes the meteorological 
station on the Sonnblick, which is 9,848 feet 
above old ocean. It tells us of the hair- 
breadth escapes ant constant danger that 
fall to the lot of those who take observations 
on Mont Blanc. The results of Dr. Muller’s 
labors on the Santis is revealed, and the 
story is also told of what transpires on the 
summit of famous Mount Hamilton. In a 
word, it is a résumé of the efforts of scientists 
on mountain peaks from the time of Prof. 
Piazzi-Smyth at the peak of Teneriffe in 
1856 to the latest achievements in far-away 
India. 

The modern mountain astronomical ob- 
servatory is the legitimate descendant, Prof. 
Holden says, of Galileo’s tower of Arcetri. 
The inhabitants of the earth knew the ex- 
ternal. universe directly only through the 
sense of sight, and the terrestrial views of 
the planets and stars are-much modified by 
the action of the atmosphere upon the rays 
of their light which reach the eyes. The 
earth’s people are, as it were, immersed in 
an ocean of air, and one of the first problems 
ef astronomical physics is to determine the 
effects of this overlying ocean upon the 
light from external bodies which penetrates 
ite depths. Light moves in straight lines in 
empty space, but light entering the earth’s 
atmosphere is refracted from its course so 
that the ray which enters the eye from a 
star no longer travels In its primitive direo- 


tion, 
Reasen for Mountain Observatories. 


’ The necessity for mountain observatories 
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is made by means of a bridle path. Neigh- 
boring stations to the Misti are those in the 
Town of Arequipa, 8,060 feet high; on the 
Chachani, 16,650 feet high; Alto de los 
Huesos, 13,300 feet above the  sea’s 
level. The Harvard stations have been kept 
in full activity eince 1891. The only observa- 
tory in South America of note, not included 
in the Harvard chain, is the National Ob- 
servatory of Brazil, 8,500 feet above the level 
of the sea. It is locatedat Petropolis. Thus 
far the work accomplished there has not been 
such as to give the institution an interna- 
tional reputation. 

The best known of all American observa- 
tories is that on Mount Hamilton, in Califor- 
nia, which bears théname of the man through 
whose generosity it was built—Mr. James 
Lick. It was erected under the direction of 
trustees appointed by Mr. Lick and accord- 
ing to. the plans prepared by Prof. Holden 
and Prof. Newton. ‘This observatory, while 
not so notable in point of height above the 
level of the sea, 4,200 feet, has attracted 
wide attention because of its equipment, for 
here is located the largest telescope in the 
‘world, excepting the great Yerkes telescope, 
placed in position not long ago at a point on 
the shore of Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. Prof. 
Holden, by the way, thinks that unless the 
conditions at Lake Geneva are disinctly bet- 
ter than those of the region near by, its selec- 
tion for the site of the largest of telescopes 
may prove to have been an error of judgment. 

North winds in summer bring dust from the 
Sacramento Valley to Mount Hamilton, and 
the forest fires sometimes fill the whole at- 
mosphere with haze. When neither of these

that tower 3,088 feet, completely covers the ‘ 


valley of Santa Clara, and fills neighboring 
cafions, although it seldom rises to the ob- 
Sservatory’s level, being uSually 1,000 feet 
lower. Thus the scientists at Lick Observa- 
tory are above the clouds and gain news 
from the heavenly bodies while they, to the 
majority of persons, are invisible. Once in 
a while the fog covers the summit of Mount 
Hamilton, but only about as often as the 
equinoctial storms come. 

Much higher is the observatory on Mount 
Whitney in California, its occupants being 
14,900 feet above the level of the sea. About 
one-third of the earth’s atmosphere lies be- 
neath its level. The mountain is Very 
abrupt, so that the lower station, at Lone 
Pine, with an altitude of 3,700 feet, is close 
to the upper one, and in full view from it. 
By act of Congress of the United States 
this station will be forever available for the 
study of physical problems. A railway 
passes near the foot of the mountain and a 
comparatively small expenditure would 
open practicable trails for baggage animals 
to the observatory. During summer there 
is comparatively Mttle snow, even at the 
highest point of the mountain mass. Mount 
Whitney is but 880 feet lower than Mount 
Blanc, and is very easy of ascent as far as 
12,000 feet. |

‘It is stated in dispatches from Washing: 


. ton that the President is beginning to waver 


some in his original intention of sending a 
special message to Congress at once urging 
an appropriation for the relief of starving 
Caban-Americans and American citizens, 
the victims of Weyler’s inhuman policy of 
driving them out of the fields into amall 
towns and leaving them there without sup- 
plies or the means of obtaining them. At 
first it was given out on good authority 
that he would send the message in on Mon- 
day. Then it was stated it might not be 
received before Tuesday.

planter? It is about time to stop playing 
into the hands of Spain. This dilly-dally- 
ing about Cuba is fast becoming a public 
seandal. Our conduct towards Cuba is 
worse than that of England towards Ar- 
menia, because the Spanish atrocities ure 
more horrible than the Turkish, as exem- 
plified by deliberately starving pcasants 
and burning, hospitals, and England is far 
away from Armenia and cannot get there, 
while Cuba is only sixty miles from our 
own coast.

MACHINERY AND HAPPINESS. 
A correspondent, whose letter appcars 


] elsewhere on this page, questions the truth 


of the assertion that labor-saving machin- 
ery has contributed largely to the happi- 
ness of mankind and seems Inclined to the 
belief that the problem as to whether such 
machinery is a curse or a blessing is one 
that is extremely difficult to solve. Let us 
consider a few facts. 

Man, in order to live, must produce some- 

thing. If he doesn’t produce anything then 
he must live on roots and herbs, the fruits 
of trees, the spontaneous offerings of na- 
ture, and, in short, pretty neariy as the 
monkeys live. But since the supply of roots 
and herbs and the like, where there is no 
cultivation, is limited, only a small number 
of people can subsist in this way, only a 
small population being able to live on the 
supply of a large acreage. It would hardly 
be denietl, therefore, that some degree of 
labor-saying machinery was essential to 
raise mankind out of this primitive cundi- 
tion. And if there is any problem raised 
by the objectors to labor-saving machinery 
it must be as to what point in the raising 
of mankind in a material sense this labor- 
saving machinery became a curse. 
, The moment that a man takes the first 
steps towards production and towards in- 
creasing by artificial means the food yield 
of the earth then he has taken the first step 
in progress. It doesn’t matter how simple 
or how crude that first step may be, it is a 
mark of progress. It may be simply dig- 
ging holes in the ground with a stick and 
putting grain in the holes and then enjoy- 
ing the fruits this labor produces. This is 
the first step that can be imagined. Then 
comes unother step when he subjugates the 
horse to his own purposes. This was one 
of the first labor-saYing machines which 
man thought of to supplement his own 
labor, for by the aid of this powerful ani- 
mal he was able to substitute a plow for a 
stick and use the horse to drag the plow. 
Thus he cultivated more ground, raised 
more crops, had more food to live on and 
more food to exchange with other men for 
their food products of a different kind, for 
instance, the game they killed. It could 
hardly be imagined that in that early time 
any industry was interfered with by the 
introduction of this primitive form of labor- 
saving machinery, It cannot be imagined 
that there were individuals so exclusively 
capable of digging holes that they were 
thrown out of a job by the introduction of 
the plow and were unable readily to find 
any other means of gaining a livelihvod. 
It cannot be imagined either that any ap- 
preciable number of persons were thrown 
out of employment by the substitution of 
the harvester machine for the sickle. This 
Inbor-saving machine of course caused in 
one sense a great displacement of labor. 
For one frail man sitting on a seat and 
driving a span of horses could do as much 
work as formerly was accomplished by 
twenty sturdy laborers. But the men who 
formerly wielded sickles found a score of 
avenues of industry opened to them by the 
results of the introduction of the harvester, 
and their abilities were not so limited to 
sickle work that they could not with com- 
parative ease successfully embark on these 
new lines of work. Statistical evidence is 
so conclusive on this point that no con- 
tention is possible, and in the same way 
all the labor-saving machines preccding 
the introduction of the harvester, although 
displacing labor, have demonstrably only 
diverted the energies of men from one chan- 
nel into others which the machinery made 
forthem. Up to this point, therefore, there 
is no opening for argument that labor-sav- 
ing machines had become anything but ben- 
eficial, for the resulting rearrangements of 
human industry, based on the limitation of 
one field of labor and the opening of new 
fields, have been easily followed in all their 
famifications by the close observer. 

The immediate effect of the harvester on 
the farmer was to enable him to raise his 
crops at a less expenditure of labor, there- 
fore less cost, and hence to sell them more 
cheaply without decreasing his profits. 
Then came along the railroad, enabling the 
farmer to distribute his products more 
cheaply than before and bring more remote 
points easily within his market limits, The 
ton of wheat which, carried by wagon, be- 
came profiticss at the end of 100 miles, is 
earried bythe railroads for one-half a mill 
a mile, and a barrel of flour can be trzens- 
ported from Minneapolis to New York for 
fifty cents. The farmer, thus abetted by 
the railroads, can stick to his farm and sup- 
ply food to the mechanics living in far-off 
cities, and with similar ease can have the 
result of the mechanic’s work deposited at 
his gate-post. It is true that the railroads 
thus threw out of work a few hundred or 
perhaps thousand wagon-drivers, but they 
made places formerly not in existence di- 
rectly for about 800,000 employés, and by 


other lines of business auxiliary to the rail- 
roads opened up remunerative employment 
for many thousand more. In-a material 
sense alone, therefore, the railroad can 
hardly be looked upon as anything but a 
blessing, and the objector to labor-saving 
machinery mtst wait yct longer before 
locating the point where machinery becomes 
a curse.. ‘Bat the same obstacle in the form 
of hard, incontrovertible fact confronts the 
objector as he continues his survey down 
to the very present. In whatever direction 
he turns he is confronted by the same mar- 
velous progress, resulting at each step in 
sonre disarrangement of labor, but a disar- 
rangement which amounts only to a shift- 
ing process and creates more places of em- 
pioyment than are done away with. _

advance. England then was scourged with 
pestilence and famine, and even people well- 
to-do were forced to live in comparative 
squalor because of their ignorance of san- 
.itary and medical science. England was 
barely able to defeat the Spanish crusade, 
and the Spaniards would doubtless have 
‘subjugated the island and made it a Spanish 
possession if that crusade had been suc- 
cessful. But: Bngland since that time has 
learned sanitation, has applied itself to 
science, has developed to the utmost labor- 
saving machinery, while Spain has almost 
entirely neglected these things, so that 
England today, in power and utility to the 
world, is worth 100 Spains. England, for- 
merly barely able to care for itself, is at the 
present time feeding and protecting from 
famine a considerable percentage of the 
population of its great Indian Empire and 
is keeping from death by starvation, which 
would come if India were not a dependency 
of England, pbout 80 millions of people, 
which is about the population of England 
today. Surely neither our correspondent 
nor anybody else could dream of going back 
to the time of Queen*Bess to live. Then 
compare the six little New England States, 
with barren soil and no coal, with the States 
of the South, whose soil is rich and fertile 
and where coal abounds. Yet the use of 
labor- “saving machinery in New England 
has so enriched the people there that they 
could buy out the entire South, where 
progress by machinery has languished, and 
not feel it. Such comparisons, almost as 
pronounced as this, could be multiplied ad 
libitum, and in fact the history of the world 
in all time down to the present day is simply 
one grand accumulating demonstration of 
the material progress of man, great in exact 
proportion as the use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery has spread. 

The statement originally credited to 
Bishop Potter in a New York &spatch to 
the cffect that “ labor-saving machinery is 
a curse to labor men” he has since re- 
pudiated, and has explained that he meant 
merely that it was a curse when it caused 
the absolute dislocation of labor. There 
are a few such instances. Men em- 
ployed in highly specialized work and 
trained to that work so long and exclusive- 
ly that they were unfit for any other kind 
of work have been subjected to great hard- 
ship by the invention of some machine 
which made their work unnecessary and 
provided no substitute place for them. 
The displacement of hand looms doubtless 
had some such effect. But in ail such in- 
stances the benefit to mankind in general 
has been so tremendous that the tem- 
porary suffering of the few has becn a com- 
paratively infinitesimal feature of the in- 
novation. All progress of the world and 
humanity has been and must necessarily 
be attended .with a certain amount of suf- 
fering, and if this suffering of the few were 
to be permitted to be a barrier to the prog- 
ress and advancement of the many the 
world’s progress of the last few centuries 
would have been impossible. Buteven this 
alleged suffering of the few has been gross- 
ly exaggerated. The instances where men 
have been deprived of a certain kind of 
work by the introduction of some kind of 
labor-saving machinery have been glaring- 
ly conspicuous, but the possibly better 
places into which these same men have 
quickly stepped through the medium of 
the invention and the added places similar- 
ly supplied which have become available 
for many other men previously out of em- 
ployment have somehdéw escaped specific 
attention. The facts have not developed 
until in the lapse of time the real general 
value of the labor-saving machinery. has 
been revealed fn gll its aspects. 

It only remains to consider the effect on 
human happiness of this undoubted ma- 
terial progress due to labor-saving ima- 
chinery. And in such a question human 
happiness must be regarded as general and 
not particular. The. worker today earns 
twice as much as his father did and he 
devotes less time to the work. His father 
earned twice as much as his grandfather 
and devoted less time to the work. The 
ratio holds good throughout the genera- 
tions. Then again the worker's earnings 
today will buy twice as much per unit of 
value as the earnings of his father, and 
again the ratio holds good however far 
back the observer goes. The man today 
has a home full of material comforts. He 
and his family are protected ffem sickness 
by sanitary regulations and medical skill. 
He can travel easily about his own city 
and State and country and even in foreign 
lands at about the same cost as to remain 
athome. He has art galleries and librarics 
open to him without cost. He has free 
schools for his children and all the ¢n- 
vironment of his life is of a sort to cultivate 
the graces and inculcate refinement of con- 
duct. He can wear clothing that is better 
adapted to keep him warm and to satisfy 
his esthetic instincts. He has public parks 
and time in which to enjoy them. He has 
these and a thousand other resources for 
material, mental, and spiritual enjoyment, 
and he has them all by virtue of labor-say- 
ing machinery. Then, as far as the world 
is a contributor to human happincss, no 
man can say that labor-saving machinery 
has been or ever ean be anything but a 
universal blessing.

YERKES SHOULD DROP THE MATTER. 

One of Mr. Yerkes: “legal advisers” 
states that he thinks a bill to extend the 
franchises of his client can be drawn in 
such a way as “‘ to remove many ubjections 
and stand a show of passage.” ‘This legal 
adviser declares further that he has been 
to Springfield since the Humphrey bills 
were beaten to see if there was not “ some 
medium ground which would be satis- 
factory to both sides.” 

Mr. Yerkes and his agents ought to un- 
derstand that no niember who voted to be- 
head the Humphrey bills can vote for any 
measure which does not recognize fully 
and wnequivocally the rights of the city 
and retain his self-respect and his standing 
in the community. 

Any new application to the Legislature 
for an extension of franchises must be 
accompanied by a statement that the trac- 
tion companies have been paying the city 
a great deal ‘too little and that they propose 
at once to ‘stg it adequate compensation 
for the use%of its streets—that they are 
willing to pay 1 cent on each fare. A mem- 
ber can vote for a bill which contains a 
provision to the effect that the city must 
receive this compensation without incur- 
ring the suspicion of bribery. 

Mr. Yerkes’ agent says sneeringly: “ Now 
that the Legislature has recovered from its 
frenzy perhaps it will be reasonable.” This 
individual calls honesty frenzy. In his 
opinion a Legislature is “‘ reasonable ” only 
when its members are willing to discuss the 
terms on which they will betray their con- 
stituents. 

That “fine frenzy” of honesty which 
caused the House to kill the Humphrey 
bills will not abate. No measure which 
does not give the city all it is entitled to can 
pass, and as Mr. Yerkes will not attempt to 
introduce a reasonable measure it is useless 
for him to hand in another bill. 

The affair must be regarded as settled. 
There is nothing more for the Legislature 
todo. No bill is needed. The city can deal 
with the street railroad question whenever 
the time comes. Mr. Yerkes should dis- 
charge his agents and his legal advisers. 
The money he has spent on them already 
would have >» bought him several! fine pictures.

SECESSION WAS TREASON. 

A committee of the Grand Army of the 
Republic has made a report to the effect 
that school histories of the civil war should 
be “truthful and impartial, and not of- 
fensive tuthe New-Yorker or the South Car- 
olinian. Yet we cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that treason can and should be made 
odious.” 

This last sentence has impelled Mrs. Jef- 
ferson Davis to write to the New York 
World a letter, printed in another part of 
today’s TRIBUNE, in which she protests 


' against the assumption that the secession- 


ists of 1861-'65 were guilty of treason. 

After correctly defining treason as “a 
breach of allegiance,” Mrs. Davis restates 
the old, familiar contention of the Confed- 
erates, or ‘“‘ State right adhercnts,” that 
their only inalienable allegiance was that 
due their State, the Federal Government 
being only the creature of the States. She 
admits that the larger part of the Northern 
people took “‘exactly the opposite view” and 
considered Congress “the supreme power 
in the governmeént.” Then Mrs. Davis pro- 
ceeds to prgue that prior to the adoption of 
the thirteenth amendment secession was 
not treason, but the exercise of a power re- 
served by the States when they formed the 
Constitutien. 

Mrs. Davis states gravely that “ Massa- 
chusetts, from the time of her admission to 
the Union, certainly had incorporated in 
her Constitution the right of secession,” 
and asks how the people of that State will 
stand “ when their children shall be taught 
that secession, as a power reserved by the 
theory of State rights, is treason?” 

The preamble of the Massachusetts Con- 
stitution adopted in 1780 declares, after 
stating why government is instituted, that 
“whenever these great objects are not ob- 
tained the people have a right to alter the 
government and to take measures necessary 
for their safety, prosperity, and happiness.” 
This is a restatement of one of the “ self- 
evident truths” of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

The people of Massachusetts have always 
had a right to change their State govern- 
ment whenever a majority of them deemed 
it best to do so. But after the State en- 
tered the Union and its people became 
merged in the mass of the people of the 
United States it ceased to be in their power 
to “alter” their National Government -by 
withdrawing from it, except by revolution 
—as the colonies revolted in 1776. They 
did not claim the right to secede. ‘The 
right of revolution was what they relied on. 

Mrs, Davis has and doubtless always 
will have firm faith in the theory she heard 
her husband expound so often to the effect 
that the Constitution was only a “ com- 
pact” between sovereign States; that the 
General Government was simply the creat- 
ure and agent of those States; and that 
when one of those partner States deemed 
its rights were violated—of which it and 
not its “creature” was the judge—it had 
the same right to withdraw from the purt- 
nership as an individual has from a part- 
nership unlimited in point of time. 


This theory of the right of secession, based” 
on'the view of the Constitution as a com- 


pact between States, instead of being the 
act ofsthe people of the United States, was 
pulverized as far as argument can pulverize 
a theory by Mr. Webster. .No person 
whose mind is not irrevocably made up 
can read without being convinced that 
speech of Feb. 16, 1833, in which the “ Ex- 
pounder of the Constitution ” eontroverted 
the dogmas of Mr. Cathoun and other Siate 
right advocates...

He admitted frankly that 
the only “right” which Mississippi could 
claim was the right of revolution. ‘“ Your 
State of Illinois,” said Mr. Lamar once, 
speaking to an Illinoisan, “ did not stand 
on the same footing with Virginia. She 
was admitted to the Union by Congress. 
Virginia co§perated in creating the Con- 
gress.” 

It is legitimate to concede that very many 
of the Confederates did not think their con- 
duct was treasonable. They had for thirty 
years been reasoning,themselves into a be- 
lief in the reserved right of a State to se- 
cede. How they managed to do it in the 
face of Webster's argument is a mystery, 
but they did. 

Nevertheless, secesSion was treason be- 
fore as well as after the ratification of the 
thirteenth amendment, and that -history 
would be an incomplete one which did not 
state that fect. The school book should 
state both views of the Constitution, but 
make it clear that the right view was that 
of Webster, and that the condact of Davis 
end the other Confederates was treasona- 
ble.

LIGHT ON THE GAS TRUST. 

The annual report of the State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics prepared by G. A. 
Schilling contains a severe arraignment of 
the gas trust, which is seeking just now at 
Springfield the right to a legal and open 
existence. Mr. Schilling describes in detail 


the growth of the various compauies, their |} 


initial rivalries and subsequent practical 
amalgamation, and shows specifically how 
their bonds have swelled beyond the le- 
gitimate figures which represent actual in- 
vestment in the plants. He shows that all 
the properties of the Chicago gas companies 
can be duplicated for 15 million dollars, and 
yet are capitalized for $51,346,000. The 


latter gum includes 25 millions in certifi- | 


cates which have paid annual dividends at 
the rate of 3.72 per cent, which would be 
equivalent to 6 per cent on $15,000.000. 
When this is added to the bonds of $26,- 
346,000 the total, $41,846,000, represents 
the real value of the assets of the trust. 
But Mr. Schilling points out at the 
“ water ” or “ franchise value ” herein con- 
tained is $26,846,000, or “ nearly twice the 
amount of the capital represented by tan- 
gible property.”’ It also appears that, “ de- 
spite the enormous expansion in capital 
from 25 millions in 1886 to 51 millions in 


1896, the assessment for taxes has actually | 


declined in that time from about $1,500,000 
to about $1,300,000.” Mr. Schilling lays 
considerable stress on the-fact that the gas 
companies now are working ag a trust and 
adds: 

It then comes to this, that there are seven IIli- 
nois corporations, which are exercising their func- 
tions in the manufacture and supply of gas in 
Chicago, whose streets, alleys, and other public 
places they are using without compensation, as 
their right of way for their mains and supply pipes, 
and they are exercising their profitable franchises 
in defiance of the final decision of the highest 
judicial tribunal of the State and of two acts of 
the Legislature, each of which is valid. 

This is a strong indictment, and, coupled 
with the showing of profits made by the 
companies, will go far to defeat their efforts 
to obtain legal sanction for the continued 
manipulation of their trust. They cannot 
hope to have this boon granted to them un- 
less they agree; to give the City of Chicago 
a fitting compensation, at least 10 per cent 
of the gross receipts.

THE CIGARET TRUST HIT. 

The anti-trust law of the State of Illi- 
nois does amount to something. It pro- 
vides that every foreign corporation which 
endeavors to restrict and monopolize trade 
is prohibited from doing any business with- 
in the State. 

The American Tobacco company is a 
New Jersey corporation whic makes 
cigarets. It is a combination of several 
firms, previously independent, which makes 
about 95 per cent of the cigarets manu- 
factured in. the United States, It sells its 
goods to Chicago dealers conditioned on 
their disposing of them at the price fixed 
by the corporation. This is in direct viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. 

Last year the Attorney-General filed an 
information against the tobacco company. 
The court was asked to’ enjoin its agent 
and the business houses which hare been 
handling its goods from disposing of cigar- 
ets which have the seal of the American 
Tobacco company. Yesterday Judge Gib- 
bons gave a decision declaring e company 
an iliegal corporation and p hibiting it 
ois. ° 

The company will appeal the case to the 
Supreme Court, of course, but it will sus- 
tain Judge Gibbons. The fact that the 
concern is a trust is notorious. That it 
comes clearly within the scope of the 
Illinois law cannot be denied, But all

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American chain of stations, has a teoro- 
logical observatory on Pike’s 14,134 
feet in altitude. For fifteen years this sta- 
tion was continually occupied, but now the 
observations are generally confined to the 
summer months. A notable feature of the 
Pike’s Peak observatory is the fact that the 
most tremendous electrical storms which 
occur in North America seem to cluster 
about its summit. The lightning is nearly 
continuous for long periods, and the deep 
rolling thunder is shattering to the strong- 
est nerves. The observers on the mountain 
summit, although much incommoded by 
these electrical storms, have learned how 
to arrange their instruments so as to avoid 
all real danger. It was from this point, in 
July, 1878, that Dr. Langley observed the 
total solar eclipse. Other observatories of 
note on this continent are those of Flag- 
staff, Ari., 7,300 feet; Echo Mountain, Cal, 
8,500 feet; Chamberlain Observator in Den- 
ver, Colo., 5,400 feet; the National Observa- 
tory of Mexico at Tacubaya, 7,500 feet. 


Observatory on Mont Blanc.

observatory, of the dangers of those who 
have utilized it, are succeeding chapters in 
the tragedy of human existence such as 
science cannot elsewhere produce. This ob- 
servatory was erected by M. Janssen upon 
compressed snow, because no rock founda- 
tions were available. It.is provided with 
jackscrews in order that it may bé@ leveled 
if necessary. The base of the structure .is 
10x5 meters, and snow always covers the 
lower story. It was the intention to have 
the upper story in free air, and during ob- 
servation a telescope is mounted in an 
aluminum dome above the upper story. The 
construction is very solid and strong, with 
double walls and floors, and no pains have 
been spared to make it safe and rigid. As 
an indication of the character of the founda- 
tion of the observatory, tunnels were run 
thirty-six feet below the surface without 
meeting rock. The temperature in these 
tunnels at all times was three degrees above 
zero. 

The cost of building on these heights is 
very great. The building erected by M 
Janssen caused an expense of $60,000. Or- 
dinary laborers are paid $4aday. Theprice 
for transporting material to the suminit was 
23 cents a pound. The ordinary load fora 
porter in such cases was twenty-eilx pounds. 
The minimum temperature on the summit 
of Mont Blanc Is forty-three degrees below 
zero. The top of the mountain is, in fact, 
a glacier. 

On the Sonnblick Observatory there is 
eight times as much snowfall as rainfall. 
The twinkling of the stars is regularly ob- 
served at this point and, strangely enough, 
is considerably greater than at thé lower 
station. The movements of the barometer, 
the wind pressures and velocities, the rela- 
tive humidity, the formation and movements 
of clouds, the amount of atmospheric elec- 
tricity, — meteorological phenomena are 
daily obsexved. There are at this observa- 
tory on the\average 250 days each year when 
the mercury stands at zero or below. 

The obse tety-of the Santis is ene of 
the least expensive, oénsidering its impor- 
tance, of any fhat exists, for the total ex- 
pense of maintaining it is $1,200a year. Ite 
original cost was $12,000. In all of the ob- 
servations taken the steadiness of the air, 
as well asits transparency, are notable. The 
star images are entirely free from twinkling. 
Each star, viewed from the observatory, 
shows a magnitude one-tenth brighter than 
that observed at a point on a level with 
the sea. 


Highest of the German Stations. 


, The highest German meteorological sta- 
tion or observatory is the Wendelstein, on 
the northern slopes of the Alps, near Mu- 
mich. Its altitude is 1,837 meters. The most 
amous station in France ,.jis Puy-de-Dome, 

400 meters above the level of the sea. It 
jwas here that Pascal caused his barometric 
experiment to be tried in 1648. The highest 
French station is the Pic-du-Midi, 2,877 
meters. The Ben Nevis Observatory, 4,368 
feet above the sea’s level, located on one 
of the highest mountains of Scotland, is de- 
jwoted purely to meteorological observations 
because of the rarity of sunshine there. 
For instance, in December, 1893, the sun 
shone for but a single hour and that was all 
the time it was seen during the entire year. 

, The newest observatory, and one of which 
astronomers hope much, has just been erect- 
ed in the Palani Hills, in India, at a height 
of 7,700 feet. It is known asthe Kodiakanal 
Solar Physics Observatory. There are over 

,000 hours of sunshine at this point yearly, 
and the experiments thus far conducted 
show that the atmosphere is steady as well 
as clear. The climate of the location is ut- 
terly different from anything with which 
europeans or Americans are familiar. 

Prof. Holden draws particular attention 
in his interesting work to the observatory 
at Nice, peculiar for the fact of its being 
@evoted entirely to astronomy. This insti- 
tution is located on Mount Gros and is only 
A,100 feet above the sea’s level. Under good 
circumstances the transparency and purity 
of the sky at Nice are remarkable. If the 
disk of the sun be hidden by a screen there 
is no glare in the field, even close to the 

int of tangency. The Nicé Observatory 

as an annex on the summit of Mount 
Mounier 8,893 feet high. This station is 
equipped not only for astronomical obser- 
wation but for meteorological as well, 

lm closing this résumé of observatories it 


‘{s well to refer to the Astronomical Obser- 


vatory on Mount Etna, 9,652 feet above the 
sea. During the favorable season the lens 
is mounted at the summit. At other times 
of the year it is employed at Catania. The 
Etna station is reuched by a drive of about 
eleven miles over a carriage road to Nico- 
losi and thence on horseback in six 
hours, provided the trail is not obstructed 
by snow. Severai important series of ob- 
servations, having for their object the rel- 
ative advantages of high and low level ob- 
serving stations, have been carried out on 
Etna by-famous astronomers.

The interpretation of the Constitution ac- 
cepted by theeseveral States of the Union as 
it was after the revolution seems to have 
differed essentiaily from that of the com- 
mittee of the Grand Army.

If the assertion of the right of secession 
had in the inception of our republic been cor- 
sidered treason, woud Massachusetts have 
consented to such an outrage upon patriotic 
citizens as the incorporation of this “ trea- 
sonable’’ doctrine into her Constitution? 
Does it not seem, therefore, to the unprej- 
udiced mind that thoughtless men who are 
hurling epithets of traitor and rebel, and 
proposing to make “treason odious” be- 
cause of a different interpretation of a clause 
in the Constitution, are laying themselves 
Hable to be accused of a mental violation of 
another clause in the Constitution, which in 
Art. V. says: ‘“‘ No bill of attainder or ex 
post facto law shall be passed?” Is their 
verdict, then, legal? Are their epithets 
within the law as it existed before 1860? 

Judge Chase of the Supreme Court, a man 
very learned in constitutional jurisprudence, 
and surely one who showed no leaning to- 
ward the Confederate Government, was be- 
fore 1860 so fully committed to the right of 
Secession that when the Confederate Presi- 
dent, made captive by the fortunes of war, 
ased not for mercy, but for a trial upon the 
merits of his case, he evaded presiding at the 
trial, and Mr. Charles O’Conor, the captive 
President’s counsel, openly declared that 
Justice Chase, should he try the case, could 
not with any appearance of consistency 
avoid a decision in Mr. Davis’ favor. 

Now, in view of Art. X. of the amendments 
to jthe Constitution, supposed to be largely 
the work of James Madison, which says: 
“The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to the States 
respecively or to the people,” does it not 
seem to the committee of the Grand Army 
that honest and ‘patriotic men might very 
well construe the clause in two ways, and 
fight for their opinions, too, without either 
party being *‘ rebels or traitors’? One may 
not “rebel” against one’s own delegates 
whom he has created, and it would seem 
there must be a superior power to the deie- 
gates elected by the people to represent and 
conserve their interests; and who is this 
power but the. united power of the State 
which sent thém? These delegates consti- 
tuted Congress, but the amendment to the 
Constitution has reversed this order. Now 
Congress is supreme. 

Our property.in slaves was recognized and 
protected by the Constitution and Congress, 
yet the negroes have been freed without 
compensation. But the South does not brand 
those who did 60 as traitors or rogues; yet 
one clause of the Constitution, if any of them 
was obligatory, would seem to be as bind- 
ing as another. 

Perhaps the abolition of slavery, though 
it was a gigantic wrong to the owners of 
negro siaves, has in itself many elements of 
compensation, and the people of our sec- 
tion, though plunged in poverty by the act, 
are silent, admitting that possibility. 

Looking upon the Grand Army of the Re- 
public as a body of brave men who would 
not willingly antagonize theig fellow-citi- 
zens or outrage a gallant and:fallen foe, I 
would suggest that they requite that their 
school books give to each section their due 
credit for sincere though opposite convic- 
tions, for gallantry and patriotism, state 
the ground of difference succinctly, and 
then, if it seems to them proper, also state 
that the Constitution was amended in 1866, 
and that Art. 13 then made secession trea- 
son. They would be, I am/:sure, very un- 
willing to-believe that any honest man would 
suffer his children to be taught that he was 
a traitor, or allow them to swell the chorus 
of those who tried to make treason odious 
in the person of their sires. I have long be- 
lieved that the only way to heal the dif- 
ferences which have convulsed our unhappy 
country is to render each to the other their 
due meed of praise, admit their different 
political interpretations, of the Constitution, 
and cease from railing and applying offen- 
sive epithets. 

When Gen. Grant’s former foes came long 
distances to march with reverent mien to 
‘his place of rest they did not do it as con- 
victed and confessed traitors whose crime 
had been condoned, nor did the Grand Army 
heroes receive them as such; but the hands 
of honorable foes clasped each other at the 
grave of their countryman as a pledge of 
renewed fellowship after a bitter struggle. 

If, then, I have interpreted this manifesta- 
tion of a reunited country aright, how can 
the recommendations of the Grand Army 
committee be adopted by generous, fair- 
minded, and honorable men? 

So long as each section emblazons on its 
flags the battles fought in a fratricidal war, 
and acrimonious reviews are written of 
events which happened in the course of it, 
so long will the people of the two sections 
bandy useless epithets; for submission to in- 
sult is not more the prominent trait of the 
Southern than of the rthern people. 
For the conservation and cementing of 
friendship there must be equality and jus- 
tice. I am the granddaughter of one of the 
New Jersey patriot soldiers of the Revolu- 
tion, and my family were about equally rep- 
resented in the Northern and the Southern

Is it something which under the eternal law 
of cvolution may develop, along with its 
material nature, out of force motion, out of 
motion life, out of life sensation, out of sen- 
sation instinct, out of instinct mind?

What Mme. Blavatsky Wrete. 

Mme. Blavatsky, the former high priestess 
of the Theosophists, went into detail on this 
point in her last book, published in1888. The 
name of the work is “ The Secret Doctrine; 
or, The Synthesis of Science, Religion, and 
Philosophy.” Throughout the work there 
are numerous references to a belief that all 
matter is possessed of life, but in one or two 
special instances the recent discovery of 


the Italian physician apparently is foretold: 


with amazing accuracy. In the second vol- 
ume, which deals with the evolution of 
atoms to man, viewed from an occult stand- 
point, are several pages on vital chemistry 
and bacteriology. In speaking of the theory 
that so-called atoms are aggregations and 
have both a material and a vital principle, 
Mme. Blavatsky says: 

‘So far, as regards the purely animal and 
material portion of man, science is on its 
way to discoveries that will go far toward 
corroborating this theory. Chemistry end 
physiology are the two great magicians of 
the future who are destined to open the 
eyes of mankind to the great physical truths. 
With every day the identity between the 
animal and physical man, between the plant 
and man, and even between the reptile and 
its nest, the rock, and man, is more and 
more clearly shown. The physical and chem- 
ical constituents of all being found to be 
identical, 
that there is no difference getween the mat- 
ter which composes the’ ox and that which 
forms a man. But the occult doctrine is far 
more explicit. It says: Not only the chem- 
ical compounds are the same, but the same 
infinitesimal invisible lives compose the 
atoms of the bodies of the mountain and the 
daisy, of man and the ant, of the elephant 
and the tree which shelters him from the 
sun. Each particle—whether you call it or- 
ganic or unorganic—is a life.’’ 

Further on, in a portion regarding the the- 
osophical idea of monads, the following pas- 
sage occurs, taken from the “ Esoteric Cat- 
echism,” previously written by the same

Much information about the four bright 
moons of Jupiter is expected, especially 
as to their physical condition, their surface 
workings, and their rotation period. Jupiter 
itself will be better seen, but since the sur- 
face of this planet is constantly changing 
the information obtained will in no ways 
be vital.

PROF. BARNARD WRITES 
OF ITS POSSIBILITIES. 


I take pleasure in cOmplying with the re- 
quest of Tum SUNDAY TRIBUNBE'for an opin- 
ion of what miay be expected from Chicago’s 
great telescope, 80 soon to be in operation 
on the shores of Lake Génev-. 

The Yerkes is the most powerful telescope 
ever constructed by man, and it is likely 
that it will so remain for a iong time. It is 
almost certain that its power will never be 
much exceeded by any telescope yet to be 
made, for it is probable we are close to the 
limit of effective usefulness of great tele- 
scopes. 

The largest telescope ever constructed was 
made fifty years ago by Lord Rosse at Par- 
sonstown, in Ireland. It is aiso probable it 
will remain the biggest telescope for the 
rest of this century. 

It must be underst , however, that big- 
ness does not necéssafily mean power. Lord 
Rosece’s telescope ts a reflector, and this kind’ 
of telescope, for most purposes, is inferior 
to the refractor, especially with the clad form 
of metal speculum. The Russe telescope, 
therefore, though it still stands as the larg- 
ést, is very greatly inferior to the Yerkes 
telescope, and, indeed, to many smaller in- 
struments. 

Of refracting telescopes—ithe most power- 
ful form—the Yerkes is the greatest ever 


can reasonably be expected from Chicago's 
great telescope. 

The first and one of the most important 
statements is that too much must not be ex- 
peced from the new telescope. It is only 


those who have worked with great telea& 


copes who can fully appreciate this remark. 
If we did not have to deal with the disturb- 
ances ever present in our atmosphere qcne 
might give the imagination a great deal of 
freedom in predicting what a great telescope 
is likely to do. Every tremor in the atmos- 
phere is multiplied in iés disturbing effects 
by the power of the telescope, and this tends 
to destroy the image of any object under ob- 
servation. A vast deal depends, therefcre, 
upon the location of @ great telescope, that 
these disturbances shall have a minimum 
effect. There seems to be a general idea 
among those not familiar with telescopic 
work that a great instrument of this kind 
should be located on a mountain peak. It 
is found, however, that such is not always the 
best place for steadiness of the atmosphcre, 
and may not be the most suitable site for a 
great telescope, because of the unequal heat- 
ing of the mountain slopes, which may pro- 
duce disturbances in the atmosphere. . I+ is 
probable that a level country will in general 
give a steadier atmosphere, and if it has a 
considerable altitude above the sea may be 
the best place for @ great observatory— 
especially.if it should bein a dry climate. 
From some experimental observations at 
the Yerkes Observatory by Prof. Hale and 


the writer: with.a smaller telescope there 


seems to’ be great promise here. for good 
seeing, especially in the summer time. I 
have neyer seen anywhere ¢lse such. mag- 
nificent seeing.in- the daytime as was had 
here a week ago in observing the sun, and I 
anticipate much of this during the sum- 
mer. 

As to what may be expected from the great 
telescope from a visual standpoint (Prof. 
Hale will. deal with the spectroscopic sids 
of the question) my experience of seven or 
eight years at the Lick Observatory will 
permit.me to say a few words. 

On account of the ex@ellerice of the see- 
ing often experienced here in ‘the daytime it 
is possible that some definite information 


may be had about Vents and Mercury and 


the question of . their ‘rotation periods, 
though not very much is | ted on this 
point, except in possibly ca either 
the short or long periods. of rotation as- 
signed to these planets by various observers. 


The two exterior planets, Uranus and Nep- 
tune, may reveal considerable information 
about their physical conditions—we do not 
even know their rotation periods and have 
learned nothing of their surface features. 
Some valuable results will perhaps be ob- 
tained concerning the motions of 
of these two planets. 

This powerful telescope will givé us much 
information about the asteroids—those tiny 
worlds revolving between Mars and Jupiter 
—especially with reference to their dimen- 
sions, which is a very important factor in 
fhe theories of the planets. It is hardly ex- 
pected that we shall see any of their surface 
features or be able to determine their rota- 
tion periods, because of their small size. 

A great deal of information is expected 
about the double stars, for it is in this partic- 
ular department that the great power of the 
Yerkes telescope is most effective, and inthe 
hands of Prof. 8. W. Burnham, the most 
celebrated of double star observers, we shall 
expect the most important information, 
though this will not be ofa popular nature 
but of the highest importance to astronomy. 

Much information is also expected frcm 
the smaller nebule, and possibly for the 
first time their distances will be known. 

It is expected that much will be learned 
about some of the periodic comets, for, with 
this glass; they can be followed to greater 
distances and their orbits be better deter- 


mined as a consequence. 

The great telescope will enable us to more 
inmtintaiy determine the distances of the 
fixed stars, but it is not expected that it will 
show us the true disk of a fixed star, from 
which its actual size could be determined. 
This is possibly beyond the reach of any 
telescope that will ever be made. *

for investigations of this character than 
any other existing instrument, not only on 
account of its Farge aperture, but partic- 
ularly on account of its great focal length. 
The image of the sun at the focus of the tel- 
escope is nearly seven inches in diameter, 
and is therefore particularly well adapted 
for work on the details of the sun’s surface. 
Other instruments are also to be employed 
at the observatory for this work, notably a 
large heliostat with a two-foot concave mir- 
ror, and a concave grating of large size 
mounted in one of the laboratories. 

Second—Stellar spectroscopic investiga- 
tions. . ' 

The most obvious advantage of the Yerkes 
telescope over. other existing instruments is 
the fact that it collects more light than 
other telescopes. As compared with the 
Lick telescope its light collecting power will 
be about 20 per cent greater. The instru- ‘ 
ment ‘is therefore particularly well adapted 
for observations of the spectra of the stars, 
where the greatest possible amount of light 
that can be collectéd ts needed. The in- 
strument will therefore be regularly used 
for photographic observations of the spectra 
of the stars by means of which thechemical 
composition of the atmosphere of the stars 
can be determined, and the motions of the 
stars towards and from the earth measured. 
These first two classes of investigations with 
the large telescope will be carried on by 
Prof. Wadsworth and myself. . 

Third—Micrometrical observations of 
planets, satellites, double stars, comets, 
nebule, etc., to be made mainly by Profs. 
Burnham and Barnard.

| DEALT DEATH TO MANY. 
ATROCITIBS OF THE ESS ETT, 
ER FEUD. IN OKLAHOMA. 
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It Sprang from a Trivial Quarrel, buat 
Neither Women Nor Children Are 
Spared in the Warfare—One Family 
Nearly Exterminated—No Help from 
the Courts and Federal Marshals 
Are Afraid to Hunt Down the As- 
sassins. 


Miller feud in Northwestern Oklahoma 

has been peculiarly atrocious for the 

sacrifices it has imposed on women 

and children while exacting the lives 
ef husbands and gons. A large family has 
been all but exterminated, and even Federal 
law has been too weak to bring a single per- 
son to justice. 

Frank O, Miller, whose father, mother, 
brother, uncle, and friend were assassinated 
near here, resides and rides over the Terri- 
tory asa deputy, under Deputy Unifed States 
Marshals Bill Tightman and Heck Thomas. 
Miller lives in constant fear of being shot 
down by hidden foes. Few men who know 
him, however, would willingly cross his path. 
He is a dead shot and a walking arsenal. 
Miller has been trained ina hard schoof. He 
lived for months fh Payne County with the 
knowledge that assassins followed his every 
footstep. When night: canie he locked the 
doors, curtained the windows, and left the 
lamp unlighted. Many times he heard the 
tramp of feet outside of the house, and often 
in the darkness he would cautiously rise 
from his bed and sit until daylight with his 
Winchester in his hands. When dawn came 
he would not leave the house until some one 
had reconnoitered to gee that enemies were 
not lurking. behind trees or. fences. Miller, 
as the oldest son and most fearless member 
of the family, was markedfordeath. His es- 
cape up to the present has been little short 
of miragulous. 

The beginning of the McEiroy-Miller feud 
was trivial. Eighteen years ago Alexander 
Dayton Miller was a well-to-do farmer in 
Bourbon County, Kas. His sister, Fannie, 
was the wife of John McElroy, who lived 
in the same county. George McBlroy, thena 
boy, was the son of John McElroy’s former 
wife. A family quarrel afose one day while 
Mrs. Fannie McElroy was visiting her 
brother, and she was forbidden to enter the 
house. The brother and sister never became 
reconciled. 

Both Families Moved West. 

A few years later John McElroy moved to 
the Indian Territory and took a farm at the 
Creek Agency, near Muskogee. Alexandcr 
Miller followed with his family, and set- 
tled thirty miles east of Tulsa. The two 
families were still estranged, and had noth- 
ing to do with each other. In the yearsthat 
followed George McElroy, the son, married 
a half-blood Creek woman and took an 
allotment in the extreme northwest corner 
of the Creek Nation. When the Cherokce 
strip was opened on Sept, 16, 1893, Alexander 
Miller took up a claim in the eastern 
part of Payne County, OkK., about a 
quarter of a mile from the Creek Nation 
line, close to George McElroy’s claim, and 
near Lawson Postoffice, about forty miles 
east of here. That county was then infested 
with desperadoes, who followed the wind- 
ings of the timbered shores of the Cimarron 
River far into the western part of Oklahoma. 
Alexander Miller had two brothers, Bruce 
and Elbert or Ell Miller, . who rented a large 
tract of land adjoining and immediately 
south of George McElroy’s farm. 

George McElroy prospered as a cattleman, 
and soon found his farmtoosmall. The land 
east of his farm 8 broken and worthless, 
and his only outlet was southward. Bruce 
and Ell Miller refused to sell their lease 
and McElroy became incensed at them. 

The old family quarrel which began in 
Kansas was renewed. Meddling neighbors 
added fuel to the fire by carrying stories. 
Neighbors warned the Miller brothers one 
day iuat @ gang of men was_ plotting to 
visit them that night, kill their families, 
and burn their homes/ That was on Sunday, 
April 16, 1894. Miller brothers lived 
half a mile apart. On Sunday afternoon 
Bruce Miller took his wife and three children 
and accompanied by John Baldinger, a farm 
hand known as Dutch John, went to his 
brother’s home for the night. Ell Miller's 
family consisted of his wife, one child, ana& 
his mother, Mrs.’ Bettie Miller, nearly. 80 
years old. The house was darkened and 
barricaded, and the watchers waited for 
the coming of the enemy. They sat up a! 
night, but not a sound was heard. 


Beginning of the Fight. 


At the first gray light of dawn on Monday 
morning Bruce Miller and Dutch John pre- 
pared to go back to the farm to work. Dutch 
John was armed with a shotgun. The twe 
stepped cautiously from the house and looked 
about them. No one was in sight. Down 
the side of the little hill on which the house 
stood and about 100 feet away was a spring 
that trickled from the rocks in a thicket. 
A well-worn path léed from the house to the 
spring. A dog was lying in the path resting 
its head on its paws. Suddenly the dog 
pricked up its ears. 

“I believe that dog sees somebody,” said 
Dutch John as he stafted toward the spring, 
followed by Miller. They had advanced only 
a few. steps when a cloud of smoke came 
from the thicket, followed by. the rattle of 
Winchesteérs. ‘There was a hail of billets. 
Dutch John fell dead with four balls in his 
body. Bruce Miller turned and ran for his 
life toward the house. His 3-year-old boy 
had just come from thehouse. Part of the 
boy’s shoulder was torn away by a ball as he 
was caught up by his father, who narrowiy 
escaped death from a bullet which passed 
across his stomach, cutting through hia 
undershirt, but not breaking the skin. The 
two tumbled into the house and the family 
retreated to the middle room, which was 
built of heavy logs. 

The assassins poured shot into the house, 
breaking the dishes in the cupboard and 
sending a bullet through the sleeve of the 
aged mother. The besiegers encircled the 
house and kept up a désultory firing all day 
and a greater part of the following night. 
The house was riddled with bullets. There 
were about fifteen men in the gang, and per- 
sons who came riding along the road were 
halted and made prisoners. A rail fence was 
torn down and piled up as a barricade. The 
Millers were crack shots, but were unable te 
catch sight of their enemies. 


Said They Came for Outlaws. 


On Monday night the besiegers came to 
the house in the darkness and talked to the 
women, declaring themselves to be officers 
and telling them that outlaws were har- 
bored in the house and must be surrendered. 
This outlaw story afterward proved an in- 
genious part of the legal defense. The Mill- 
ers knew nearly all the outlaws in that part 
of the country and had known them before 
they became fugitives from justice. They 
had not refused afterward, as old acquaint- 
ances, to lodge them at night and provide 
them with food, though they stoutly denied 
that they participated in the plunder. 

The Women ventured outside the house 
on Tuesday at noon and found that the gang 
had departed. The body of Dutch John was 
still in the path where it had fallen on Mon- 
day morning. All the buildings on Bruce 
Miller’s farm had been burned. The Millers 
lost no time going to their relatives in Payne 
County. Ell Miller’s house was burned a few 
days afterward. The matter was laid before 
the United States grand jury at Fort Smith, 
Ark., and the following persons were indict- 
ed for the murder of Dutch John: George 
McElroy, J. C. Bland, @ physician; Charlies 
Hook, Henry Hook, and Thomas Stuffle- 
beam, Several. pefsons-who had been capt- 
ured during the siege testified. During the 
prosecution members of the Miller family 
were repeatedly indicted for euch crimes as 
horse stealing, murder, etc., but in every 
case a nolle pros. wasentered. The five de- 
fendants swore that they had attacked the 
house while in the pursuit of outlaws. They 
were acquitted in February, 1895. 
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| from conviction. They were in indicted, 
this time for arson and assault with intent 
to kill in the cage of Mrs. Bettie Miller. The 
late Judge Parker was presiding. The men 
were convicted in September, 1805,, Charles 
Hook and Sam Stufflebeam were sentenced 
to nine years each and the three others to 
twelve years each. “Thé Gasés Were appealed 
and the men were sent to jail in default of 
bonds. 

The bloodiest ehapter of the vendetta was 
recorded while McElroy, and his associates 
were in jailawaiting @ new trial. Alexander 
Miller and his family had returned to their 
homes near Lawson from Foft Smith, where 
they had testified against the five convicted 
men, The Miller home consisted of two 
rooms. A long porch ran across the front 
of the house. In the front room were two 
beds, one in the southwest corner and the 
other in the southeast corner. <A door led 
from this room into the rear room. In the 
yard was a dugout, where the meals were 
prepared. On the evening of Oct. 11, 1895, 
there were at the home Alexander Miller, 
the father; 60 years old; the mother, of 
about the samé age; and the children—Will- 
iam, 19 years old; Dorsey, 22; Benjamin, 
16: Charles, 11: and Bessie, 18. The mother 
was cooking the evening meal in the dug- 
out. The father, whe was ill, owing to his 
long trip from Fort Smith, was lying on the 
outer edge of one bed, with his face toward 
the wall. A lamp was burning in the room. 
Dersey had been lying on the outer edge of 
the other bed, but had rolled to the other 
side, when William, who @ad just eaten 
supper, lay down and began reading a@ book. 
Benjamin was sitting behind a stove in the 
middle of the room. ‘The little girl and the 
youngest boy were with their mother in the 
dugout. 

Shot from Without. 

Suddenly two Winchesters were thrust 
through the open door of the house and were 
discharged almost at the same instant. A 
ball tore through the father’s back and cut 
off his left hand, which was resting against 
the chest. He sprang to his feet, staggered 
forward a few steps, and sank down and 
died. William was struck in the. left side, 
the ball coming out at the upper part of his 
right chest. He jumped to the floor and ran 
to escape through a door into the rear room. 
As he reached the door te&o more shots were 
fired, one bullet striking him in his loin and 
the other tearing off his left hand. Benja- 
min blew out thelamp. The mother had just 
sat down to her supper facing the entrance 
to the dugout. As she raised a pitcher of 
sirup in her hand the assassins fired from 
the darkness and she was kiHed instantly. 
She fell backward with a gaping hole in her 
chest. Another shot tore off one breast. 
The pitcher of sirup was lying on her plate 
when she was found. The empty shells as 
they had been thrown from the Winchesters 
were on the ground in front of the door. It 
had been the purpose of the assassins to kill 
Dorsey Miller instead of his brother Wvill- 
iam, because of his having seen the men who 
killed Bruce Miller at Ingalls. One of the 
assassins had peered into the house to locate 
the different persons, and while he Was gone 
to report to his confederates William Miller 
had entered the house and taken the place of 
Dorsey on the bed. 

As soon as the lamp was blown out Dorsey 
seized a Winchester and ran into the yard. 
There was dim starlight, but no one could 
be seen. The faint beat of horses’ feet could 
be heard in the distance. A search the next 
day showed where four horses had been tied 
in a grove about 200 yards from the, house, 
and there were also footprints of <4 men 
leading to and from the house. The horses 
had been ridden away toward the Creek 
country. Dorsey Miller went at once for 
assistance. The children at the house were 
alone with the dead wntil 2 o’clock in the 
morning. 

None was ever arrested for these crimes. 
Judge Parker died at Fort Smith, and the 
appealed case of the five men sentenced to 
the penitentiary gradually lost strength, 
until last January, when a nolle pros. was 
entered for all, and they went free. Deputy 
United States Marshals are afraid to search 
for evidence within the ¢erritory scuurged 
by the vendetta, arid the Millers who have 
not been killed off have been forced to flee 
the country.

Among Mr. Brinkman’s other accomplish- 
ments he has a record asa sprinter and he 
rides a bicycle. Recently, without any one 
accompanying him, he walked twenty-one 
squares in nineteen minutes, the thorough- 
fare being crowded much of the distanve, 
somewhat impeding his progress: He rides 
a wheel easily and gracefully, though he does 
not venture out alone. With a companion 
on a wheel by his side qt in the lead he can

Ferns, palms, begonias, and an'y other 
plants that do not like warm éunshine will 
thrive in a north exposure. 

On the sowth, or sunny, side fill the box 
with nasturtiumes, petuniag, geraniums, and 
other floral beguties that love light and 
warmth. They will grow and bloom freely. 

The windows facing the west should be 
planted after the fashion of those facing the 
south. 

On the east side, where the forenoonsun is 
cheering but not burning, shrubby begonias, 
fuschias, hellotrope, palms, ferns, and 
tmnosses thrive. 

Avoid Scantily Filled Boxes. 

In planting window. boxes it {is wise to fill 
one box full of beauties, rather than to have 
half-a-dozen boxes scantily adorned. Put 
nothing into them that won’t grow wel! and 
look well. Alwaystry to have an abundance 
of drooping vines, like English ivy, nas- 
turtiums, and ivy geranium. 

The plants used in these boxes, generally 
speaking, may be divided into two classes— 
those of an upright nature for the center 
and those of a drooping form for the sides 
and ends. Climbers are included in the lat- 
ter class. Among the former are begonias, 
geraniums, coleus, fuschias, heliotropes, 
dracaenias, caladiums, and others of the 
Ghoicer plants. Some of the trailing plants 
are ficus repens, gazania, ivy gerarium, iso- 
lepsis gracilis, lonicera aurea reticulata, 
mesembryanthemum, moneyvine, saxifraga 


sarmentosa, torenia asfatica, variegated 


thyme, and either the variegated or green 
vinca. 

The canary bird flower, dwarf morning 
glory, cypress vine, linum, lobelia, mimuitus, 
oxalis, sweet dlyssum, and dwarf tropaeco- 
lum may be grown from.seeds or buibs, if 
planted now. 

With Trellis and Basket. 

If a really elaborate effect is desired the 
window may be shaded with a trellis, or 
wires or strings on which wild cucumber, 
scarlet bean, sweet pea, or morning glory 
readily willclimb. A basket depending from 
the top of the window will give finish to the 


Y arrangement. Ivies, geranium, nasturtium, 


and other plants may be placed in the bas- 
ket. 

No special treatment is necessary after 
planting except to be particular in supplying 
enough water. During the hot season a 
thorough soaking almost every day will 
not be too much. However, one must use 
good judgment. Any plants that crowd un- 
duly will need .pruning. Dead leaveé and 
blossoms should be removed, Otherwise 
allow the growth to be natural. 

Hew to Toughen Plants. 

Many people who have kept window gar- 
dens in the winter do not. know how to carry 
the plants they have treasured through the 
climatic cnange trom winter to summer. 

Window plants, as a rule, are tender, like 
the geranium, fuchsia; and calla lily. This 
being so it would be unreasonable to expect 
they could be transferred suddenly from in- 
doors to the outer air without serious injury. 
This is particularly sé when the growth is 
young and the weather unsettled. Plants 
must be hardened gradually. This inuring 
to the cold should begin when the windows 
are opened early in the spring for a little 
The exposure 
may grow more frequent and for longer 
periods as May 1 approaches. Then it will 
be safe when settled weather comes to re- 
move the plants from the inside altogether 
and set them in window or porch boxes. 

Craze for Porch Boxes. 

The porch-box craze is a larger edition 
of the window-box fad.

MKINLEY 1S TO GO TO WEST POINT. 


Together with Senators and Congress- 
men He Will Attend Dedication of 
Battle Monument on May 31. 


West Point, N. Y¥., May ,14.—[Special.}— 
President McKinley and Cabinet, the Vice- 
President and members of both Houses of 
Congress will be at the West Point Military 
Academy on Monday, May 31, to attend the 
impressive exercises connected with the un- 
veiling of the Battle Monument, erected here 
to the memory of the heroic dead of the regu- 
lar army who fell during the late war. 

This towering shaft of granite, overlook- 
ing the Hudson, bespeaks the bravery, not 
only of the officers, but of the enlisted men 
numbered among the fallen hosts. The offi- 
cers who have charge of the unveiling cere- 
monies extend to all the surviving friends 
and relatives of those in whose honor the 
monument is erected a cordial invitation to 
attend the dedication exercises. Judge 
Brewer of the United States Supreme Court 
will deliver the oration, the President will 
make a short address, and Brig.-Gen. Wil- 
son, Chief of Engineers, will accept the me- 
morial on behalf of the government.

BEEN MARRIED EIGHTY-SEYEN YEARS. 


Aged Couple Who Have Broken the 
Hymeneal Record for Constancy 
and Devotion—Hale and Hearty. 


La Grange, Ind,, May 4.—[{Special.J—Four 
miles south of Elkton, Mich., lives probably 
the oldest couple in the United States—Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob Hiller, aged 107 and 105 
years, respectively. Last Sunday the couple 
celebrated their eighty-séventh year . of 
wedded life. They live in a small frame 
cabin made up of one room, which holds all 
their earthly belongings. The furnishings 
are meager and primitive, but Mrs. Hiller, 
even in her old age, fs a good housewife and 
she conducts her little home with scrupulous 
care. 

Jacob Hiller is small in stature, but he 
appears to be well calculated to endure 
hardships. His step is as firm and regular 
as that of an average man of 40. His hand 
is as steady as the hand of an expert hunter. 
His eyes are as bright as ever. His long 
hair flows in unmixed. whiteness over his 
shoulders... Mrs. Hiller shows more plainly 
the burden of years. 

Mr. Hiller was born 107 years ago the 20th 
of last October. “It’s a caution,’ he: said. 
“I never expected to live to this age or noth- 
ing like it. She,’’ pointing to his wife, “ will 
be 106 next March. I was.born in James- 
town, just back of Kingston, Canada. I was 
quite a. lump of a lad, about 22 years oH, 
when the war of 1812 was on. I used to 
carry the poor soldiers who were wounded in 
Kingston some milk to help them along.”’ 
He describes Canada of that day as being

A study in accidents might be written from 
the results of a few weeks’ observation on 
the path. Falls, collisions, and breakages 
of all kinds are to be seen in a variety and 
with a suddenness which the crowd of spec- 
tators greatly enjoys. Slipping on the turns 
appears to be the most popular form of sud- 
den dismount, caused by the greatly insuf- 
ficient banking. Sometimes one man sweeps 
down two or three others near by and the 
whole form a most picturesque jumble of 
wheels, legs, and arms, set off by the bright 
eolors of the riding suits. More commonly, 
however, the sufferers are alone in their 
misfortunes, and if the damage is sufficiently 
large or the personal injuries serious enough 
a crowd of fifty or a hundred interested spec- 
tators gather around the unfortunate and 
offer words of advice.

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BAD EFFECT OF X RAYS. 


TWESLA’SINVESTIGATIONS INTO THEIR 
* HARMFUL CHARAOTER. 


Wuder the Right Conditions He Finds 
Them Free from Danger—Risks for 
Private Experimenters to Guard 
Against—Nature of the Possible In- 
juries and His Theories of Their 
‘Cause—Reeommends Rules for the 
Use of Investigators. 


HE rapidly extending use of the Lenard 
and Roentgen tubes or Crookes bulbs 
as implements of the physician, or as 
instruments of research in labora- 
tories, makes it desirable, particularly 

$n view of the possibility of certain hurtful 
actions on the human tissues, to investigate 
the nature of these influences, to ascerta:n 
the conditions under which they are liabie 
jo occur, and—what is most important for 
the practitioner—to render all injury im- 
. possible by the observance of certain rules 
and the employment of un fadling remedies. 
No experimenter need be deterred from 
‘ising freely the Roentgen rays for fear of 


_ 


ticipation of. an unpleasant impression di- 


‘rectly upon one of the organs, as the eye or / 
the ear; but in the case of the Lenard bulb 


one can at once and with precision locate 
the sensation; it is in the head, Now, this 
observation might not. be of any, value. ex- 
cept, perhaps, in view of the peculiarity and 
the acuteness of the feeling, were it not that 


exactly the same setisation is ‘produced, 


when working for some time with a noisy 
spark gap, or, in general, .when exposing 
the ear to sharp noises or explosions. Since 
it seems impossjble to imagine how the lat- 
ter could cause such a sensation in any 
other way except® by directly impressing 
the organs of hearing, 1 conclude that a 
Roentgen or Lenard tube, working in per- 
fect silence, as it may, nevertheless pro- 
duces violent explosions or reports and con- 
cussions, which, although they are inaudi- 
ble, take some material effect upon the 
bony structure of the head. Their inaudi- 
bility may be sufficiently explained by the 
well-founded assumption that not the air, 
but some finer medium is concerned in their 
propagation. 

The Roentgen tube acts exactly like a 
source of intense heat. If one places the 
hand near to a red-hot stove he may be in- 
stantly injured. If he keeps the hand at 
a certain small distance he may be able to 
withstand the rays for a few minutes or 
more and may still be uninjured by pro- 
longed exposure, but if he recedes only a 
littie further, where the heat is slightly 
less, he may withstand the heat in com- 
fort any length of time without receiving

CRESCENT CITY: A MONSTER AMONG 


THE FREIGHT CARRIERS. 


Mammoth Steel Steamer Built at the 
South Chicage Yards Makes Its 
First Trip—Its Capacity is 56,000 
Tons of Grain or Iron Ore—Dimen- 
sions and Cost of the Mammoth 

‘Steamer—Its Speed and Other Feat- 


ures of Interest. 


MONSTER steel steamer 426 feet in 
length and of forty-eight feet beam, 
in the capacious, yawning hold of 
which 200,000 bushels of grain, 
enough to load sixteen ordinary railway 
trains of twenty-five cars each—a craft six- 
ty-six feet longer than the mammoth whale- 
back Christopher Columbus—such is the 
Crescent City, which has just been put in 
commission from the yards of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company at South Chicago, 
Barring a few inches of overhang at the 
stern the Crescent City is a duplicate of the 
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SPACE COVERED BY LAKE STEAMSHIP CRESCENT CITY IF PLACED IN MICHIGAN AVENUE. 


@ poisonous or deleterious action, and it is 
entirely wrong to give room to expressions 
of a kind such as may tend to impede the 
progress and create a prejudice against an 
already highly beneficial and still more 
promising discovery; but it cannot be denied 
thet it is equally. uncommendable to igncre 
dangers now when we know that, under cer- 
fain circumstances, they actually exist. I 
fonsider it more necessary to be aware of 
these dangers, as I foresee the coming into 
general use of novel apparatus capable of 
developing rays of incomparably greater 
wer. 

In scientific laboratories the instruments 

re usually in the hands of persons skilled 
n their manipulation and capable of ap- 
proximately estimating the magnitude of 
the effects, and the omission of necessary 
Precautions is, in the preseht state of our 
knowledge, not £0 much to be apprehended: 
but the physicians who are keenly appre- 
gciating the immense benefits derived from 
tthe proper application of the new principle, 
and the numerous amateurs who are fasci- 
wiated by the beauty of the novel manifesta- 
tions, who are all passionately bent upon 
experimentation in the newly opened-up 
fields, but many of whom are naturally not 
armed with the special knowledge of the 
electrician—a!l of these are much in need of 
Yeliable information from experts. 


‘Effect'Far from Harmful. 


Ever since Prof. Roentgen’s discovery was 
made known I have carried on investigations 
in the direction indicated by him, and with 
perfected apparatus, producing rays of much 
greater intensity than it was possible to ob- 
tain with the usual appliances. Commonly, 
my bulbs were capable of showing the shad- 
ow of a hand on a phosphorescent screen at 
distances of forty or fifty feet, or even more. 
and to the action of these bulbs myself and 
several of my assistants were expose] for 
hours at a time, and although the exposures 
took place every day, not the faintest hurt- 
Tul action was noted, as long as certain pre- 
cautions were taken. On the contrary, be it 
a coincidence or an effect of the rays, or the 
result of some secondary cause presert in 
the operation.of the bulbs—as, for example, 
generation of ozone—my own health, and 
that of two persons who were daily under the 
influence of the rays more or less, has ma- 
terially improved, and, whatever be the rea- 
son, it is a fact that a troublesome cough 
with which I was constantly afflicted has en- 
tirely disappeared, a similar improvement 
being observed on another person. 

In carrying further -my investigations, I 
gradually modified the apparatus in several] 
Ways and immediately I had opportunities 

to observe hurtful influences following the 
exposures. Inquiring now what changes I 
had introduced, I found that I had made 
three departures from the plan originally 
followed: First, the aluminum screen was not 
used; second, a bulb was employed which, 
instead of aluminum, contained platinum, 
either as electrode or impact plate; and third, 

’ “the distances at which the exposures took 
place were smaller than usual. 

It did not fequire a long time to ascertain 
that the interposed aluminum sheet was a 
very effective remedy against injury, for a 
hand could be exposed for a long time be- 
hind it without the skin being reddened, 
which otherwise invariably and very quickly 
oceurred. This fact impressed me wit the 
conviction that, whatever the nature of the 
hurtful influences, it was in a large Measure 
depéndent either on an electrostatic action, 
electrification, or secondary effects resulting 
therefrom, such as are attendant to the 
formation of streamers. This view afforded 
an explanation why an observer could watch 
@ bulb tor any length of time, as_long as he 
‘was holding the hand in front of the body, 
as in examining with a fluorescent screen. 
with perfect immunity to all perts of his 
body. with the exception of the hand. It 
likewise explained why burns were produced 
in some instances on the opposite side > the 
body, adjacent to the phctographic plate, 
whereas portions on the directly exposed 
part of the body, which were much nearer to 
the bulb, and consequently subjected to by 
far stronger rays, remained unaffected. It 
also made it easy to understand why the pa- 
tient. experienced a prickling sensation on 
the exposed part of the body whenever an 
injurious action took place. Finally this 
view agree. with the numerous observations 
that the hurtful actions occurred when 
air was present, clothing, however thick, 
affording no protection, while they practic- 
ally ceased when a layer of a fluid, quite 
easily penetrated by the rays, but excluding 
all contact of the air with the skin, was used 
as a preventive.

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any injury, the radiations at that distance 
being too weak to seriously interfere with 
the life process of the skin. This is abso- 
lutely the way such a bulb acts. Beyond 
a certain distance no hurtful effect what- 
ever is produced on the skin, no matter how 
long the exposure. The character of the 
burns is also such as might be expected from 
a source of high heat 

I have maintained, in all deference to the 
opinions of others, that those who have lhik- 
ened the effects on the skin and tissues to 
sunburns have misinterpreted them. There 
is no similarity in this respect, except in so 
far as the reddening and peeling of the skin 
is concerned, which may result from in- 
numerable causes. The burns, when slight, 
rather resemble those people often receive 
when working close to a strong fire. But 
when the injury is severe it is in all appear- 
ances like that received from contact with 
fire or from a red-hot iron. There may be 
no period of incubation at all, as.is evident 
from the foregoing remarks, the rays tak- 
ing effect immediately, not to say instantly. 

I came to the very comforting conclusion 
that, no matter what the raysare ultimately 
recognized to be, practically all their de- 
structive energy must spend itself on the 
surface of, the body, the internal issues being 
in all probability safe, unless the bulb would 
be placed in very close proximity to the 
ekin, or else that rays of far greater inten- 
sity than now producible were generated. 
There are many reasons why this should be 
so, some of which will appear clear from 
my foregoing statements referring to the 
nature of the hurtful agencies, but I may be 
able to cite new facts in support of this view. 

Other Causes Are Likely. 

A significant feature of the case reported 
may be mentioned. It was observed that on 
three places, which were covered by thick 
bone buttons, the skin was entirely unaffect- 
ed, while it was entirely destroyed under 
each of the small holesinthe buttons. Now, 
it was impossible for the rays, as investiga- 
tion showed, to reach these points of the skin 
in straight lines drawn from the bulb, and 
this would seem to indicate that not all the 
injury was due to the rays or radiations 
under consideration, which unmistakably 
propagate in straight lines, but that, at 
least in part, concomitant causes were re- 
sponsible. 


According to the evidences I am obtaining | 


the bulb, when in action, is emitting a stream 
of small material particles. The tempera- 
ture of the electrode or impact body does 
not in any way give us an idea of the de- 
gree of heat of the particles, but, if we con- 
sider the probable velocities only, they cor- 
respond to temperatures which may be as 
high as 100,000 degrees centigrade. It may 
be sufficient that the particles are simply 
at a high temperature to produce an injuri- 
ous action, and, in fact, many evidences 
point in this direction. But against this is 
the experimental fact that we cannot demon- 
strate such a transference of heat. 

We have absolute experimental evidence 
that the particles, or rays, to express my- 
self generally, convey an immense amount 
of electricity, and I have even found a way 
of how to estimate and measure that amount. 
Now, it is likewise possible that the mere 
fact of these particles being highly electri- 
fied is sufficient to cause the destruction of 
the tissue. Certainly, on contact with the 
skin, the electrical charges will be given off 
and may give rise \to destructive local cur- 
rents in minute paths of the tissue. - 

The charged particles give rise to an abun- 
dant generation of ozone and other gases, 
and these we know, by experiment, destroy 
even such a thing as rubber, and are, there- 
fore, the most likely agent in the destruction 
of the skin, and the evidences are strongest 
in this direction, since a small layer of the 
fluid, preventing the contact of gaseous mat- 
ter with the skin, seems to stop all action. 

Summing up my experimental experiences 
and the conclusions derived from them it 
would seem advisable, first, fo abandon the 
use of bulbs containing platinum; second, to 
substitute for them a properly constructed 
Lenard tube containing pure aluminum 
only, a tube of this kind having, besides, the 
advantage that it can be constructed with 
great mechanical precision, and therefore 
is capable of producing much sharper im- 
pressions; third, to use a protecting screen 
of aluminum sheet, as suggested, or, in- 
stead of this, a wet cloth or a layer of fluid: 
fourth, to make the exposures at distances 
of at least fourteen inches, and preferably 
expose longer at a larger distance.—Nicola 
Tesla in the Electrical Review. 


Maricopa, which was built at the same yards 
last summer, but its tonnage capacity will 
be a little larger—not much, but just enough 
to entitle it to the distinction of being the 
greatest of the fleet of freight carriers on 
the upper lakes. And this big ship in its 
entirety is the product of Chicago skill and 
labor. The design and pians were drawn by 
W. I. Babcock, manager of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company, and from the laying 
of the keel to the making and placing of the 
engines every bit of the mechanical work 
has been done at the South Chicago yards. 

It is, comparatively speaking, only a few 
years ago that ocean steamers of 4,000 tons 
cabacity and lake boats that could carry 
2,000 tons were considered -big enough to 
warrant attention and comment’ from ex- 
perts. The Crescent City Is rated to carry 
5,000 tons, or about 10,000,000 pounds of 
freight. As it was moored in a slip in the 
South Chicago yards previous to making its 
initial journey the hull looked like a huge 
steel tank molded at bow and sfern into 
the shape ofa ship. Its sides rose above the 
water for nearly thirty feet, and fora long 
stretch amidship were virtually flush witli? 
the deck, iron stanchions through which 
stout iron ropes are strung affording the 
only protection in the way of bulwarks. 
The deck view was broken only by three 
masts, the smokestacks aft, and the “ tex- 
as,’ or wheelhouse forward. This gives the 
eye a clear sweep for nearly the full length 
of the boat and the effect is something akin 
to what would be experienced were it possi- 
ble to place a couple of the tall sky-scraping 
Chicago buiidings end to end and let an 
observer take a peep along them. 

Like all big freight carriers the Crescent 
City is built for tonnage rather than speed. 
Its propelling force are quadruple expan- 
sion engines of 1,700 horse-power; which are 
expected to keep the boat moving at a uni- 
form gait of twelve miles an hour when load- 
ed. As is common in all lake craft the én- 
gines and boilers are placed wellaft. Naval 
architects agree that it wouid be much bet- 
ter for the balance and wearing life of the 
vessel to have them amidships, as the heavy 
load of machinery at the stern tends to 
throw the bow of an unladen boat out of the 
water, and thus bring a strain just forward 
of the amidship section. Owners, however. 
insist upon having a clear, unobstructed hold 
for the cargo, so as to gain time in loading 
and unloading, which is an important item 
in lake traffic where the trips are short and 
a considerable part of the time is spent in 
port. 

The Crescent City was built for the 
Zenith Transit company of Duluth, Minn., 
and was put into commission last week 
with a crew of twenty men. To those who 
may think of buying something of the kind 
for a watch charm it will be of interest to 
know the cost of such a boat is $250,000. 
This covers only a huge steel tank with en- 
gines and boilers and quarters for the crew. 
There are no extensive cabins and state- 
rooms with luxurious furnishings, such as 
are found on passenger steamers, and which 
constitute the heaviest item of expense in 
the construction of ships of that clags. The 
Captain of the Crescent City has com- 
fortable quarters, with a spare room fora 
friend, and the crew is neatly housed, 
but aside from this the entire capacity of 
the boat is given over to the holding 
of freight. To insure the maximum of ca- 
pacity with the minimum of draft neces- 
Sary to successful navigation of shallow 


harbors and rivers on the lakes the regula- - 


tion flat-bottomed plan has been followed. 
Built on this basis, the Crescent City when 
fully loaded draws fourteen and one-half feet 
of water. 


First Carge to Buffalo. 


The Crescent City worked smoothly in its 
trial trip and made the run from South 
Chicago to Duluth at a. fourteen-mile gait. 
When delivered to the Zenith Transit com- 
pany at the iatter city it was at once put 
into service on the Buffalo route. It is now 
in port in Buffalo, having taken down a 
10,000,000-pound cargo of grain, and is being 
reloaded for the return trip. In this new 
member of the great freight carrying fleet 
on the big inland seas it has been demon- 
strated in a practical way that Chicago 
Stands second to no city in the world in the 
shipbuilding industry.
